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First  Session 


Hotel  Plimhimmon,  Ocean  City,  Md. 
June  25,  1919,  10  A.  M. 

President  William  H.  Clarke  of  Pocomoke  City,  Md. 
called  the  first  business  session  of  the  Thirty-seventh  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  to 
order  and  explained  that  the  session  had  been  postponed  from 
the  afternoon  of  June  24th  on  account  of  the  late  arrival  of 
the  members  in  Ocean  City.  He  further  explained  that 
Mayor  Scott  of  Ocean  City,  who  was  to  extend  an  address  of 
welcome  to  the  members  was  unable  to  be  present  and  that 
this  address  would  be  made  later. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Hodson,  former  President  of  the  Association, 
was  asked  to  take  the  chair  while  Mr.  Clarke  read  his  presi¬ 
dential  address. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

It  was  with  much  pleasure  that  I  received  the  card  from  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  stating  that  the  thirty-seventh  annual  meeting  would 
be  held  at  Ocean  City.  Being  an  Eastern  Shoreman  and  a  resident  of 
Worchester  County,  I  am  particularly  glad  that  Maryland’s  only  seashore 
resort  was  chosen  for  our  meeting. 

The  drug  trade  of  our  country  has  just  passed  through  one  of  the 
most  crucial  periods  of  its  history.  War,  epidemics,  excessive  prices, 
shortage  of  clerks  and  legislation  have  disturbed  us  to  a  great  extent  on 
all  sides.  Notwithstanding  these  trying  conditions,  we  have  overcome 
the  difficulties  in  very  good  shape. 

Legislation  seems  to  be  very  extensive  on  the  one  hand  and  so  little 
for  our  protection  on  the  other.  The  last  revenue  bill  passed  by  Congress 
seems  to  be  working  a  needless  hardship  on  all  of  us.  I  say  hardship  be¬ 
cause  our  business  is  almost  altogether  composed  of  details  and  any  legisla¬ 
tion  that  makes  us  collectors  of  the  minute  internal  revenue  tax  becomes  a 
burden;  however  I  believe  I  am  voicing  the  sentiment  of  our  association 
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when  I  say  that  we  are  ready  and  willing  at  all  times  to  assist  our  govern¬ 
ment  in  any  way  we  can,  to  undergo  any  ordeal  that  is  necessary  to  ac¬ 
complish  the  desired  end. 

In  an  era  of  promised  peace  and  opportunity  to  develop  business  to 
a  high  degree  without  horrifying  affects  of  inhuman  warfare  hanging  like 
a  pall  over  the  whole  world,  it  must  be  evident  that  here  and  now  is  our 
opportunity  to  restore  pharmacy  to  its  place  of  noble  professionalism — a 
peaceable  and  peace  time  service  of  maintaining  people  in  the  healthy 
and  happy  condition  which  is  their  rightful  heritage.  And  in  the  mission 
of  healing  the  sick  and  easing  pain,  the  pharmacist  is  no  less  important 
than  the  physician  ministering  to  the  case.  Leaving  aside  the  sublimity 
of  the  profession,  there  remains  the  professional  application  of  knowledge 
to  the  business  and  business  knowledge  to  the  profession.  The  result 
is  not  far  off  nor  hard  to  seek.  It  comes  in  ever  increasing  business  pros¬ 
perity  and  good  will  that  redounds  to  financial  gain.  But  in  considering 
our  mutual  welfare,  let  us  not  lay  aside  the  thought  that  we  are  engaged 
in  a  noble  profession  or  strive  the  less  to  maintain  its  dignity. 

Pharmacy  should  be  for  the  pharmacists.  I  hesitate  in  making  any 
recommendations,  for  I  am  sure  the  reports  of  the  various  committees 
will  be  sufficient  for  your  consideration,  however  I  would  suggest  that  the 
Legislative  Committee  of  the  association  co-operate  with  the  committee 
from  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy,  The  Drug  Exchange  and  the 
Baltimore  Retail  Association  to  obtain  and  scrutinize  such  Pharmaceutical 
Legislation  that  might  be  introduced  in  the  next  legislature. 

The  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  have  worked  very 
diligently  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  and  no  doubt  have  had  more 
obstacles  to  overcome  this  year  than  usual. 

The  other  committees  have  very  earnestly  co-operated  with  your 
Executive  when  any  question  presented  itself  for  their  consideration. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  honor  of  our  faithful  Secretary  and  our 
worthy  and  efficient  Treasurer.  These  gentlemen  are  continuously  working 
for  the  association. 

Allow  me  to  thank  the  Association  for  the  great  honor  you  have 
bestowed  upon  me,  also  the  various  committees  for  their  [co-operation  and 
assistance. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Thomas,  duly  seconded  and 
carried,  the  address  of  the  president  was  received  and  referred 
to  a  Committee  on  President’s  Address,  upon  which  committee 
the  chairman  appointed  Mr.  J.  E.  Hancock,  Chairman,  Mr. 
W.  M.  Fouch  and  Mr.  Geo.  A.  Bunting. 
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The  Secretary  then  read  the  following  communications:

Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association  sends  fraternal  greetings, 
Dr.  R.  C.  White  will  represent  our  Association  at  your  meeting.

The  Secretary  called  attention  to  the  presence  of  Dr. 
Robt.  C.  White  of  Philadelphia,  representing  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Pharmaceutical  Association,  whom  President  Clarke 
invited  to  address  the  meeting. 

Dr.  White  expressed  pleasure  at  being  able  to  attend  the 
Maryland  Convention  and  suggested  that  a  meeting  of  the 
Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  State  Associations  on  the  border 
line  would  be  of  mutual  benefit.  He  told  of  the  work  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Association,  which  they  had  been  able  to  ac¬ 
complish  mainly  because  they  were  so  well  banded  together; 
and  that  as  their  interests  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  Mary¬ 
land  Association,  he  would  be  glad  to  watch  the  proceedings 
of  the  meeting  and  explain  how  Pennsylvania  had  surmounted 
its  difficulties.  He  said  that  after  the  Pennsylvania  phar¬ 
macists  had  passed  through  a  year  like  the  last  one,  with 
epidemics,  shortage  of  sugar,  and  conditions  incident  to  the 
war,  they  had  no  fears  for  the  future.  Dr.  White  stated  that 
while  the  Pennsylvania  Association  had  done  nothing  definite 
concerning  the  proposed  joint  fee  of  the  American  Phar- 
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maceutical  Association  and  the  State  Associations,  he  felt 
that  such  an  arrangement  would  be  acceptable  to  them. 

Dr.  White’s  remarks  were  received  with  applause. 

Next  the  report  of  the  Entertainment  Committee  was 
called  for  and  the  chairman,  Mr.  W.  L.  Pierce,  presented  a 
verbal  report  on  behalf  of  the  committee.  He  explained  that 
the  entertainment  to  be  provided  for  the  members  was  out¬ 
lined  in  the  official  program  and  needed  no  further  explana¬ 
tion;  that  so  many  features  of  entertainment  had  been  pro¬ 
vided  that  the  committee  requested  promptness  in  attend¬ 
ance  in  order  that  the  program  might  be  completed.  He 
stated  that  credit  for  the  success  of  the  entertainment  program 
was  mostly  due  to  the  activities  of  the  Travelers  Auxili¬ 
ary,  supplemented  by  the  personal  interests  of  Mr.  Walter 
S.  Read,  President  and  Mr.  J.  H.  E.  Catlin,  Secretary  of  the 
Travelers  Auxiliary. 

Upon  the  motion  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Thomas,  duly  seconded  and 
carried,  the  report  of  the  Entertainment  Committee  was  ac¬ 
cepted,  with  the  thanks  of  the  Association. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  also  verbally 
presented  by  Mr.  C.  C.  Neal,  its  chairman.  Several  meetings 
of  the  Executive  Committee  had  been  called  during  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year  to  attend  to  the  usual  routine  business  of  the 
Association.  The  most  important  work  of  the  committee 
during  the  year  was  the  selection  of  the  place  of  meeting, 
which  the  committee  hoped  would  prove  to  be  an  acceptable 
choice  to  the  members;  and  in  arranging  for  this  meeting. 
In  view  of  the  difficulty  the  committee  regularly  experienced 
in  the  selection  of  the  meeting  place,  Mr.  Neal  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Association  the  desirability  of  choosing 
the  next  place  of  meeting  at  each  annual  convention. 

President  Clarke  mentioned  that  the  selection  of  the 
meeting  place  by  the  members  would  necessitate  a  revision 
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of  Article  VI  of  the  By-Laws,  which  directs  that  “This  Associa¬ 
tion  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  Executive  Committee  may  name.” 

The  question  of  a  more  suitable  place  for  the  next  annual 
meeting  was  generally  discussed  by  several  members,  the 
opinion  of  one  member  being  that  there  were  but  two  suitable 
places  in  the  State  of  Maryland;  namely,  Braddock  Heights 
in  the  mountains  and  Ocean  City  on  the  coast. 

Mr.  B.  W.  Woolford  moved,  but  the  motion  received  no 
second,  that  the  members  present  be  asked  to  hand  to  the 
secretary,  some  time  during  the  meeting,  a  slip  of  paper 
bearing  the  name  of  their  choice  of  a  meeting  place  for  the 
next  annual  convention. 

Secretary’s  Report:  In  presenting  the  Secretary’s  an¬ 
nual  report,  Mr.  Kelly  explained  that,  as  usual,  the  Proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Annual  Meeting  and  the  correspondence  represent¬ 
ed  the  activities  of  the  Secretary’s  office,  with  which,  he  be¬ 
lieved,  the  members  were  fully  acquainted.  He  called  at¬ 
tention  to  the  increased  expense  in  publishing  the  Proceedings 
and  urged  that  the  membership  be  increased  as  much  as  pos¬ 
sible  if  this  increased  expense  was  to  be  met.  With  this 
increase  in  expense  the  dues  had  not  been  increased,  and  con¬ 
sequently  the  reserve  fund  of  the  Association  had  been  con¬ 
siderably  depleted  within  the  last  three  years,  as  the  Treasurer’s 
report  would  show.  The  issuance  of  the  Proceedings  was 
delayed  beyond  the  usual  time  of  appearance  on  account  of 
war  conditions  and  also  on  account  of  the  strain  put  upon  the 
members  of  the  Association  by  the  influenza  epidemic.  The 
result  of  these  conditions  was  that  it  was  impossible  to  get 
the  printing  done  promptly  and  also  impossible  to  secure 
certain  reports,  etc.  needed  for  the  publication.  He  asked 
the  indulgence  of  the  members  in  this  respect. 

In  the  absence  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Dorman,  Chairman  of  the 
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Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  the  Secretary  read  the  report 
of  the  Committee  as  follows: 

Mr.  President  and  Members, 

Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: — 

The  ever  changing  conditions  since  the  beginning  of  the  war,  due 
to  high  prices,  scarcity  of  goods,  shortage  of  help,  and  troublesome  taxes 
that  we  have  been  compelled  to  take  care  of,  has  made  it  more  difficult 
to  do  business  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  Pharmacy;  the  year  1918 
was  the  most  profitable  as  well  as  the  most  eventful  one  the  Retail  Drug 
Business  has  ever  known,  prices  were  high  but  that  seemed  only  to  stimu¬ 
late  rather  than  retard  business  conditions. 

The  neighborhood  associations  of  Baltimore  (as  auxiliaries  to  the 
Baltimore  Retail  Druggists  Association)  have  done  more  to  solve  the 
problem  of  better  prices  and  closer  relations  than  any  one  thing  ever  tried 
by  the  druggist,  thanks  to  our  friend  Mr.  C.  L.  Meyer  whom  we  under¬ 
stand  was  the  instigator  of  the  movement. 

The  East  Baltimore  Association  has  a  membership  of  about  ninety 
(90)  with  an  average  attendance  of  twenty-five  or  thirty;  we  meet  at  10.30 
P.  Mrafter  closing  to  give  all  members  an  opportunity  to  attend,  and  as  an 
extra  inducement  to  get  out  as  many  members  as  possible,  after  the  meet¬ 
ing  adjourns,  we  have  either  a  smoker  or  luncheon;  we  have  had  one  ban¬ 
quet  since  the  Association  was  organized  one  year  ago,  at  which  we  had 
about  fifty  members  and  guests  present,  and  it  was  voted  such  a  success 
that  the  majority  of  the  members  would  like  to  have  one  every  two  or 
three  months. 

One  of  the  things  we  might  mention  which  is  of  vital  interest  to  us 
all  and  one  that  will  have  a  beneficial  effect  on  prices  is  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  in  favor  of  Colgate  &  Co.  upholding  their  right  to  fix  a 
maximum  and  minimum  price  at  which  their  products  shall  be  sold, 
thereby  insuring  a  better  profit  to  the  retail  trade. 

At  this  time,  when  waves  of  reform  seem  to  be  sweeping  from  one 
end  of  the  land  to  the  other,  everything  seemingly  touched  by  a  new  order 
of  things,  there  evidently  is  no  more  opportune  moment  than  now  for  the 
pharmacist  to  press  some  very  needed  reforms  to  better  his  standing  and 
condition.  Now  is  the  time  to  seek  passage  of  a  Model  Pharmacy  bill, 
to  demand  representation  on  the  Food  and  Drug  Commission,  or  better 
still  to  seek  the  interpretation  and  adjudication  of  Food  and  Drug  Laws, 
by  representatives  of  the  respective  professions  affected. 

We  do  not  desire  to  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  nor  the  practice 
of  law,  wre  do  not  seek  to  protect  the  public  from  some  of  the  few  un- 
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scrupulous  men  in  the  medical  and  legal  professions,  but  we  do  ask  to 
keep  our  own  house  clean. 

Understanding  the  many  conditions,  with  which  those  not  in  the 
business  are  unfamiliar,  the  pharmacist  is  better  qualified  to  adjudicate 
difficulties,  to  detect  between  carelessness,  negligence,  ignorance,  crim¬ 
inal  intent  and  the  commercial  impossibilities  which  beset  his  profession, 
than  any  other  living  soul. 

Now  is  the  time  to  define  pharmacy,  and  place  all  preparations  of 
any  known  potency  or  that  can  be  classed  as  having  remedial  value, 
within  the  keeping  of  the  pharmacist.  We  are  entitled  to  this,  as  much  as 
other  professional  men  enjoy  safeguards  in  the  practice  of  their  professions, 
and  the  public  is  entitled  to  get  protection  and  advice  in  the  use  of  drugs, 
which  only  the  trained  pharmacist  can  give. 

Finally  let  us  suggest  that  one  man  be  appointed,  in  every  city, 
town  and  village  in  the  state,  that  could  almost  instantly  be  notified  and 
who  in  turn  could  notify  every  druggist  or  interested  party  within  a 
certain  radius,  of  any  contemplated  activities  of  any  of  the  various  branches 
of  this  pharmaceutical  body;  any  proposed  legislation;  any  matters  good 
or  bad  which  demanded  co-operation  and  immediate  action. 

Unless  we  have  co-operation,  unless  we  have  united  action,  unless 
we  cease  being  the  quiet  unassuming  individuals  of  the  past,  always  on 
the  defensive,  and  become  real  live  aggressive  human  beings,  we  can 
expect  no  better  than  we  receive,  and  receive  no  more  than  the  generosity 
which  antagonistic  interests  permit  us  to  have. 

The  present  condition  of  the  drug  trade  is  far  from  satisfactory  and 
we  hope  that  after  the  peace  treaty  is  signed,  and  the  country  at  large  once 
more  gets  down  to  its  regular  routine  of  business,  a  new  era  of  prosperity 
will  reign  for  many  years.

Mr.  C.  L.  Meyer  mentioned  that  this  excellent  report 
was  in  error  in  one  respect  in  giving  him  too  much  credit  for 
the  work  of  the  Neighborhood  Druggists  Associations  of 
Baltimore  City  in  settling  the  vexing  question  of  prices.  He 
said,  however,  that  the  druggists  of  Baltimore  should  feel 
very  proud  of  the  work  of  these  Neighborhood  Associations, 
particularly  in  the  matter  of  adjustment  of  prices. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  M.  Strasburger,  duly  seconded,  the 
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report  of  the  committee  was  accepted  and  ordered  printed. 
The  Secretary  then  read  the  following  communication:

Dear  Mr.  Secretary: — 

When  your  Association  last  met  in  annual  convention,  our  be¬ 
loved  country  was  involved  in  the  most  gigantic  and  horrible  war  in  the 
world’s  history.  Happily  those  days  have  now  passed  and  we  are  looking 
into  the  future  with  grateful  hearts  and  a  spirit  of  optimism.  Many  of 
the  trying  conditions  with  which  pharmacists  were  faced  during  the  war 
period  still  remain  to  be  reckoned  with  and  overcome.  That  pharmacy 
is  equal  to  the  emergency,  I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt,  and  it  is  to  such 
organizations  as  your  State  Association,  the  National  Association  of 
Retail  Druggists  and  similar  bodies  that  the  pharmacist  of  the  several 
states  and  the  nation  are  earnestly  looking  for  counsel  and  leadership, 
and  just  in  proportion  to  the  manner  in  which  we  intelligently  and  wisely 
lead  the  forces  which  we  are  for  a  brief  period  permitted  to  direct,  in  like 
proportion  will  our  honored  profession  receive  that  recognition  to  which 
we  believe  she  is  entitled. 

If,  therefore,  in  this  hour  of  doubt  and  hesitation  I  can  say  a  word 
or  render  any  service  that  will  help  my  fellow  pharmacists  to  a  clearer 
vision  of  their  obligations  and  opportunities,  thereby  enabling  them  to 
assist  in  placing  pharmacy  upon  a  higher  plane  than  she  has  heretofore 
occupied,  I  shall  indeed  feel  amply  repaid. 

The  mere  fact  that  the  war  is  over  does  not  relieve  us  from  our 
obligation  to  pay  the  expense  incurred  in  the  successful  conduct  of  the 
war  and  I  am  quite  sure  that  I  voice  the  sentiments  of  the  pharmacists 
of  the  nation  generally  when  I  say  that  as  a  class  they  are  not  only  willing 
to  meet  all  such  obligations  when  they  are  fairly  and  equitably  distribut¬ 
ed,  but  that  they  will  cheerfully  do  so.  Upon  the  other  hand,  we  as 
pharmacists  have  the  right  to  protest  against  the  addition  of  so  many 
and  so  varied  requirements,  not  only  as  to  tax  payment,  but  also  tax 
collections  from  others  and  the  innumerable  record  keeping  and  reports 
required  by  the  regulations  issued  by  the  Department  for  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  the  various  laws. 

These  conditions  are  rapidly  reaching  a  point  where  it  can  truth¬ 
fully  be  said  that  unless  some  relief  is  obtained  in  this  respect,  many  of 
those  now  following  our  honored  calling  will  be  obliged  to  discontinue. 
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I,  therefore,  believe  it  to  be  both  timely  and  proper  for  your  association, 
in  annual  convention  assembled,  to  go  on  record  favoring  the  repeal  of 
sections  630  and  907  of  the  revenue  act  approved  February  24,  1919,  and 
I  believe  that  such  action  by  your  association  is  justified  upon  the  ground 
that  the  time  consumed  and  the  expense  involved  in  the  collection,  the 
recording  and  reporting  to  the  government  such  tax  collection  are  entirely 
out  of  all  proportion  to  the  amount  of  revenue  received  from  such  sources 
by  the  government. 

There  is  another  matter  which  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to 
and  which  I  trust  your  state  association  will  very  seriously  consider  and 
discuss;  that  is,  the  question  of  national  and  state  prohibition.  I  believe 
we  are  all  agreed  that  in  the  consideration  of  this  question  our  only  interest 
as  pharmacists  is  as  such  proposals  relate  to  and  affect  the  legitimate 
conduct  of  the  drug  business. 

Unfortunately,  the  proponents  of  such  measures — both  Federal 
and  State — are  endeavoring  to  enact  laws  which  would  not  only  control 
the  sale  of  alcoholic  liquor  for  beverage  purposes,  but  would  seriously 
interfere  with  and  handicap  the  pharmacists  of  the  state  and  nation  in  the 
legitimate  conduct  of  their  business  and  I,  therefore,  sincerely  trust  that  . 
the  Maryland  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  will  carefully  consider 
the  question  and  place  itself  squarely  upon  record  as  opposed  to  the  hand¬ 
ling  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  any  form  by  the  pharmacists,  but  equally 
opposed  to  the  enactment  of  legislation  in  any  way  restricting  or  control¬ 
ling  the  sale  of  bona-fide  alcoholic  medicinal  preparations. 

I  shall  not  attempt  to  go  into  these  matters  at  length,  as  I  presume 
the  members  of  your  association  are  as  well  informed  on  and  as  deeply 
interested  in  these  matters  as  I  am,  my  one  aim  being  to  assure  you  that 
the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists  is  keeping  a  careful  watch 
over  and  guarding  the  interests  of  the  pharmacists  of  the  nation  and  is 
more  determined  than  ever  to  fight  fairly  and  determinedly  for  what  it 
believes  to  be  the  rights  of  the  men  who  constitute  the  rank  and  file  of 
pharmacy  throughout  the  nation. 

As  Secretary  of  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  I 
wish  to  convey  the  greetings  and  wellv  wishes  of  our  organization  to  the 
Maryland  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  and  to  express  the  sincere 
wish  that  your  meeting  will  be  a  pleasant  and  profitable  one  to  all.

Mr.  M.  Strasburger  said  that  this  communication, 
particularly  in  so  far  as  it  concerned  proposed  prohibition 
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legislation,  deserved  the  careful  attention  of  the  Association. 
He  moved,  and  his  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  carried, 
that  the  communication  be  referred  to  the  Legislative  Com¬ 
mittee,  with  the  request  that  they  carefully  consider  it  and, 
make  such  recommendations  as  they  thought  necessary  at 
the  second  session  of  the  meeting. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Thomas  said  that  he  desired  to  emphasize  Mr. 
Strassburger’s  remarks  in  reference  to  the  importance  of  the 
subjects  mentioned  in  the  communication  from  Secretary 
Henry  of  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  and 
felt  sure  he  voiced  the  feelings  of  the  other  members  present 
in  expressing  his  thanks  to  the  National  Association  of  Retail 
Druggists  for  the  very  effective  work  they  had  done  for  the 
druggists  of  the  country,  particularly  in  the  matter  of  national 
legislation;  and  he  hoped  that  the  communication  would  be 
generally  discussed  when  the  report  of  the  Legislative  Com¬ 
mittee  thereon  was  presented.

Dr.  White  suggested  to  the  Association  the  practice  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  soliciting 
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the  membership  of  recent  graduates  from  the  colleges  of 
pharmacy  in  Pennsylvania,  which  method  had  been  found 
quite  effective,  as  it  brought  the  importance  of  membership 
in  the  State  Association  to  the  attention  of  the  graduate  just 
as  he  was  entering  into  active  business. 

The  Secretary  thanked  Dr.  White  for  the  suggestion,  and 
mentioned  that  the  Pennsylvania,  or  any  other  State  Associa¬ 
tion  would  have  to  step  lively  to  get  ahead  of  the  very  active 
and  successful  Chairman  of  our  MembershipCommittee,  Mr. 
Stagmer,  who  called  at  the  College  of  Pharmacy  during  the 
spring,  addressed  the  members  of  the  graduating  class  upon 
the  importance  of  joining  the  State  and  National  Associa¬ 
tions,  and  secured  the  application  of  practically  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  class  who  expected  to  reside  in  Maryland. 

President  Clarke  announced  the  appointment  of  the 
Noninating  Committee  as  follows:

Mr  Clarke  explained  that  it  was  the  custom  to  appoint 
to  the  dominating  Committee  five  Ex-Presidents  of  the 
Association;  and  requested  that  this  committee  make  its 
report  at  he  next  session. 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Engelhardt,  Chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Alterations,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  read 
by  Miss  E.  Grace  Lotz,  a  member  of  the  committee : 

Referring  o  my  last  year’s  report  in  regard  to  the  Adulteration  of 
Drugs,  I  may  say  that  the  situation  in  regard  to  Scammony,  Storax  and 
Ichthyol,  is  practitdly  the  same  as  it  was  a  year  ago.  These  drugs  are 
practically  unobtain.ble  at  the  present  time. 

As  to  Scammciy,  every  effort  has  been  made  to  make  the  Mexican 
root  official,  but,  as  fa  as  I  am  aware,  no  action  in  regard  to  the  admission 
of  the  drug  to  the  Phamacopoeia  or  a  supplement  to  the  Pharmacopoeia 
has  been  taken  up  to  te  present,  although  a  tentative  description  of  the 
drug  has  been  framed. 
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There  seems  to  be  no  reason  for  not  using  South  American  or  Central 
American  Storax,  in  place  of  the  unobtainable  Oriental  Storax.  The  pro¬ 
ducts  offered  for  sale  are  certainly  of  a  first-class  variety. 

In  regard  to  Ichthyol,  it  may  be  said  that  the  genuine  article  is 
still  unobtainable,  but  that  quite  a  number  of  products  which  are  practi¬ 
cally  identical  with  the  genuine  drug,  are  offered  on  the  market.  These 
products  are  made  apparently  from  shale  deposits,  especially  of  Japanese 
origin. 

During  the  last  year  in  the  Analytical  laboratory  of  Sharp  &  Dohme 
there  were  examined  5,743  shipments  of  chemicals,  of  which  only  25  were 
rejected.  These  25  shipments  consisted  of  products  which  were  not 
willfully  adulterated  or  sophisticated,  but  were  carelessly  manufactured. 
The  following  products  may  be  mentioned  as  not  coming  up  to  the  pro¬ 
fessed  standards: 

Acetyl -Salicylic  Acid.  Two  shipments  of  this  acid  contained  an 
excess  of  free  salicylic  acid  when  determined  by  the  test  given  in  the  New 
and  Non-Official  Remedies. 

Ammonium  Chloride.  Two  shipments  of  Ammonium  ChlorUe 
assayed  only  95.88  per  cent  of  absolute  NH4C1.  The  salt  further  con¬ 
tained  5.78  per  cent  of  non-volatile  matter  consisting  of  chlorides  whch 
would  be  equivalent  to  4.86  per  cent  of  sodium  chloride.  When  assayed 
according  to  the  U.  S.  P.  the  salt  titrated  99.5  per  cent  of  total  chl>rides 
calculated  as  ammonium  chloride.  This  shows  that  the  official  ass?y  pro¬ 
cess  is  wrong,  because  by  it  not  only  the  ammonium  chloride,  but  ary  other 
chlorides  present  in  the  product  are  estimated.  The  above  Agues  were 
obtained  by  estimating  the  ammonia  gas  in  the  usual  way  by  seam  dis¬ 
tillation  in  the  presence  of  a  caustic  alkali  and  by  subliming  a  p  rt  of  the 
salt  at  a  temperature  below  dull  red  heat. 

Antimony  Sulphurated.  The  N.  F.  IV  requires  tlat  the  salt 
contain  45  per  cent  of  antimony.  One  shipment  received  asayed  only 
29.5  per  cent,  while  another  assayed  only  28  per  cent  and  a&o  contained 
a  large  excess  of  sulphur. 

Calcium  Sulphide.  One  shipment  contained  *  considerable 
amount  of  calcium  sulphite. 

Caustic  Potash.  A  large  shipment  received  ontained  80  per 
cent  of  caustic  alkali  calculated  as  KOH,  15.1  per  cht  of  chlorine  as 
chlorides,  9.6  per  cent  of  C02  as  carbonates  and  a  cosiderable  excess  of 
sodium.  Most  of  the  samples  of  caustic  potash  submitted  contained 
an  excess  of  sodium  and  chlorides. 

Cod  Liver  Oil.  One  shipment  exhibited  a  ery  rancid  taste  and 
showed  the  presence  of  a  considerable  amount  of  fiA  oils.

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Digitalin.  The  digitalin  situation  has  been  rather  unsatisfactory 
for  some  time,  inasmuch  as  only  very  limited  quantities  of  this  mixture 
of  glucosides  were  manufactured.  We  were  compelled  to  reject  three 
samples  assaying  49.8  per  cent,  80  per  cent  and  26.8  per  cent  when  com¬ 
pared  with  Merck’s  Digitalin  which  we  take  as  a  standard.  The  sample 
assaying  only  26.8  per  cent  gave  with  concentrated  sulphuric  acid  a  brown 
color,  instead  of  a  red  color,  thus  showing  the  presence  of  easily  oxidizable 
organic  impurities. 

Hydriodic  Acid.  One  shipment  contained  free  iodine. 

Hydrocyanic  Acid.  It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  hydrocyanic 
acid,  especially  when  exposed  to  air  and  light,  rapidly  decomposes  and 
this  probably  accounts  for  the  deficiency  in  HCN  of  two  shipments  of 
the  acid  which  assayed  only  1.84  and  1.7  per  cent  of  absolutely  HCN  as 
compared  with  the  official  requirement  of  2  per  cent. 

Oil  of  Sage.  A  shipment  was  received  which  was  marked — 
“Not  To  Be  Used  For  Drugs.”  This  product  was  a  very  inferior  combina¬ 
tion  of  different  volatile  oils. 

Potassium  Chlorate.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  the  U.  S.  P. 
IX  the  test  for  nitrates  and  nitrites  has  been  deleted.  One  shipment 
of  the  salt  was  received  which  contained  a  considerable  amount  of  these 
admixtures  and  also  exhibited  a  rather  dark  color.  The  tests  for  Potassium 
Chlorate,  especially  when  the  product  is  to  be  used  for  the  manufacture 
of  tablets,  should  be  very  rigid  in  order  to  exclude  all  substances  which  are 
liable  to  produce  explosions  or  ignition.  This  would  also  call  for  a  test 
for  potassium  bromate,  which,  it  is  claimed,  is  generally  the  cause  of 
explosions  and  which  at  times  is  found  in  the  electrolytically  produced 
salt. 

Potassium  Permanganate.  One  shipment  was  received  which 
assayed  only  95.3  per  cent  of  absolute  potassium  permanganate.  Another 
shipment  was  considerably  contaminated  with  iron  oxide. 

Saccharine.  One  shipment  contained  iron  and  other  impurities. 

Tragacanth.  One  shipment  consisted  largely  of  Indian  Gum. 

In  regard  to  the  Vegetable  Drugs  it  may  be  said  that  the  drugs 
which  we  received  were  generally  of  unusually  good  quality,  especially 
those  drugs  which  are  cultivated  in  this  country,  to  replace  those  imported 
from  the  Central  Empires,  especially  the  mydriatic  drugs.  Belladonna, 
Stramonium  and  Henbane  assayed  as  a  rule  far  above  the  official  standard. 
In  connection  with  these  drugs  it  may  be  emphasized  again  that  the 
official  allowance  of  10  per  cent  of  stems  to  the  leaves  should  be  con¬ 
siderably  extended  and  that  20  to  30  or  even  50  per  cent,  of  stems  should 
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be  allowed.  It  has  been  shown  that  the  stems  contain  a  fair  amount  of 
alkaloids  and  when  mixed  with  the  leaves  still  yield  a  drug  which  contains 
more  alkaloids  than  officially  required.  Probably  it  would  be  possible  to 
use  the  whole  herb,  instead  of  the  leaves  plus  10  per  cent,  or  more  of 
stems.  This  also  holds  good  for  Ipecac  and  quite  a  number  of  other  drugs 
and,  I  believe,  recommendations  to  that  effect  have  been  submitted  to 
the  Revision  Committee  of  the  U.  S.  P. 

I  regret  that  on  account  of  lack  of  time  I  cannot,  at  this  time, 
give  an  account  of  adulterations  published  in  the  current  both  domestic 
and  foreign  periodicals.  I  shall  prepare  such  an  account  in  the  near 
future  and  it  will  appear  in  print  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Association.

Upon  the  motion  of  Mr.  E.  W.  Hodson,  duly  seconded 
and  carried,  the  report  was  accepted  and  ordered  printed. 

The  Treasurer,  Mr.  S.  Y.  Harris,  in  presenting  the 
Treasurer’s  Report,  said  that  he  would  like  to  call  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  members  pointedly,  as  the  Secretary  had  done, 
to  the  increased  cost  of  the  Proceedings,  etc.,  and  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  the  prompt  payment  of  dues  on  the  part  of  the  members, 
as  well  as  the  greatest  possible  increase  in  the  membership. 
He  particularly  referred  to  the  Proceedings  of  the  last  Annual 
Meeting  as  a  decided  credit  to  the  Association  in  subject 
matter  and  in  appearance,  but  explained  that  the  cost  of 
this  publication  had  increased  from  about  $250.  annually 
to  more  than  $500.,  while  the  revenue  of  the  Association  had 
not  increased  proportionately.  During  the  last  two  years 
more  than  two  hundred  members  had  been  eliminated  either 
by  death  or  non-payment  of  dues.  This  loss  had  been 
practically  offset,  of  course,  by  the  new  members  acquired, 
but  after  all,  under  these  conditions,  the  excellent  work  of 
the  Membership  Committee  resulted  in  no  net  gain  to  the 
Association.  He  believed  that  the  Association  was  not  only 
desirable,  but  necessary  to  the  business  of  the  State,  particular¬ 
ly  the  retailers,  and  urged  every  member  to  exert  himself  to 
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see  that  his  neighbors  became  members  of  the  Association  if 
they  had  not  already  joined.  It  was  the  Treasurer’s  opinion 
that  while  a  member  should  possibly  not  be  dropped  from 
the  roll  until  his  dues  were  in  arrears  for  three  years,  as  pro¬ 
vided  at  the  present  by  the  By-Laws,  the  Proceedings  should 
not  be  sent  to  such  a  member  after  he  was  in  arrears  for  one 
year,  as  this  publication  represented  considerable  cost  to 
the  Association.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  would  likely 
have  been  more  satisfactory  but  for  the  late  issuance  of  the 
Proceedings,  resulting  in  the  inability  of  the  Treasurer  to 
collect  for  all  of  the  advertisements  appearing  therein.

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Upon  motion  of  Mr.  A.  N.  Hewing,  duly  seconded,  the 
report  of  the  Treasurer  was  accepted  and  referred  to  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  for  auditing,  as  directed  by  the  By-Laws. 

In  presenting  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on 
Compulsory  Health  Insurance,  Mr.  M.  Strasburger,  the  chair¬ 
man,  asked  that  the  members  bear  in  mind  that  this  was  a 
new  committee  and  that  as  it  had  had  under  consideration  an 
entirely  new  subject,  he  wished  to  give  particular  credit  to 
Dr.  Jas.  H.  Beal  and  to  Mr.  Harry  M.  Mason,  with  both  of 
whom  the  members  were  well  acquainted,  for  the  information 
and  assistance  which  they  had  kindly  rendered  the  committee. 
These  gentlemen  had  possibly  given  the  matter  of  Compul¬ 
sory  Health  Insurance  more  detailed  consideration  than  any 
other  representatives  of  American  pharmacy,  and  he  believed 
that  they  had  done  a  real  service  to  the  pharmacists  of  the 
country  in  exposing  the  methods  being  used  to  force  this 
legislation  upon  the  people. 

Baltimore,  Md.,  June  16th,  1919. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the 

Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association: — 

In  presenting  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Compulsory  Health 
Insurance,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  short  brief  of  its  origin  would  be 
advisable. 

This  form  of  insurance  against  sickness  first  originated  in  Germany 
in  1884,  while  Bismarck  was  the  ruling  factor.  Socialism  had  begun  to 
take  root  there  very  deeply  and,  to  offset  this  growing  fad,  this  measure 
was  put  in  force.  It  was  offered  as  a  means  of  preventing  the  spread  of 
Socialistic  ideas.  That  it  did  not  have  this  effect  goes  without  saying, 
and  the  results  in  Germany,  instead  of  beneficial,  have  been  directly  the 
reverse. 

In  a  somewhat  modified  form,  this  mode  of  insurance  is  in  vogue  in 
England.  In  that  country  also,  the  results  have  fallen  short  of  what  was 
anticipated. 

In  the  past  few  years,  through  the  efforts  of  the  American  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Labor  Legislation,  bills  have  been  presented  in  a  number  of  State 
Legislatures  for  the  introduction  of  this  obnoxious  form  of  health  insurance 
in  our  Country.  The  title  of  the  introducers  of  these  bills  is  misleading, 
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inasmuch  as  the  leading  labor  organizations  bitterly  oppose  such  method 
of  insurance. 

There  are  so  many  objections  to  Compulsory  Health  Insurance 
that  one  hardly  knows  where  to  begin  or  when  to  stop.  It  is  founded  on 
the  rankest  kind  of  Class  Legislation,  and  would,  naturally,  lead  us  into 
endless  trouble. 

The  passage  of  such  laws  would  tend  to  create  a  condition  of  de¬ 
pendence  on  the  part  of  the  laboring  people,  thereby  undermining  the  most 
valuable  traits  of  the  American  people. 

And  now  as  to  those  who  could  apply  for  benefits  under  this  model 
law  as  introduced.  Any  person  employed  at  manual  labor  or  any  one  whose 
salary  is  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  per  month  would  necessarily  have 
to  be  insured.  A  mechanic  whose  earning  capacity  is  two  hundred  dollars 
per  month  would  receive  benefits,  whereas  a  clerk  who  received  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  twenty-five  dollars  per  month  is  excluded  from  this  insurance. 

Now  a  word  as  to  the  cost  of  such  insurance.  The  employer  and 
the  employee  must  each  contribute  forty  per  cent  and  the  State  twenty 
per  cent  for  its  maintenance,  and  this  is  to  apply  to  every  case  of  sickness, 
accident  or  death  to  any  employee  or  member  of  his  family,  and  in  every 
case  not  covered  by  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act. 

It  might  be  well  here  to  enumerate  some  features  in  the  so-called 
Model  Bill: 

1.  Cash  benefits,  two-thirds  of  wages  for  26  weeks. 

2.  Free  medical  and  surgical  service. 

3.  Free  nursing  attendance. 

4.  Free  medical  and  surgical  supplies. 

5.  Free  hospital  service. 

6.  Cash  benefits  to  dependants. 

7.  Funeral  benefits. 

8.  Maternity  benefits. 

9.  Free  dental  work. 

10.  Free  medical  treatment  for  dependents. 

The  cost  of  such  insurance  must  attract  the  attention  of  every 
employer  when  he  realizes  that  he  must  not  only  bear  his  own  share,  but 
that  the  taxes  of  the  State  must  necessarily  increase  many  fold,  and,  there¬ 
by,  his  cost  increase  again.  And  what  would  be  the  effect  upon  the  drug 
store. 

The  adoption  of  such  legislation  would  take  at  least  three-fourths 
of  the  drug  trade  out  of  its  proper  place,  and  in  a  little  while  entirely  elimi¬ 
nate  the  drug  store.  No  specification  is  made  as  to  the  nature  of  any 
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illness,  and  no  matter  how  or  in  what  manner  contracted,  the  employee  so 
afflicted  would  be  entitled  to  every  attention. 

At  the  approach  of  old  age,  a  man  would  expect  to  lose  his  position, 
because  he  would  necessarily  be  an  additional  expense  to  his  employer. 

No  mention  is  made  of  the  number  of  doctors  to  be  employed,  nor 
of  the  vast  horde  of  persons  who  would  secure  positions  under  the  passage 
of  such  laws,  but  it  is  evident  that  politics  would  greatly  enter  into  such 
a  scheme. 

The  cost  of  administering  a  law  of  this  kind  would  be  tremendous. 
When  bills  of  this  kind  are  introduced  in  State  Legislatures,  they  are  usually 
referred  to  a  committee  for  investigation,  and  those  who  are  vitally  in¬ 
terested  in  their  passage  constantly  and  persistently  swamp  them  with 
their  propaganda,  magnifying  the  wonderful  results  to  be  obtained,  and 
your  Committee  suggests  that  you  carefully  watch  the  introduction  of  any 
such  bills,  and  that  you  be  prepared  to  oppose  them  with  intelligence 
and  foresight.  Do  not  sit  idly  by  and  trust  to  the  good  sense  of  your 
representatives,  but  take  time  by  the  fore-lock  before  it  is  too  late.

Mr.  Wm.  H.  Alger  explained  that  he  had  overlooked 
until  recently  that  he  was  a  member  of  this  committee  and 
wished  to  assure  the  Association  that  the  Casualty  Company 
with  which  he  was  associated,  as  well  as  other  such  com¬ 
panies,  were  not  to  be  thought  interested  in  securing  this 
type  of  legislation.  On  the  contrary,  they  were  very  much 
opposed  to  it,  and  the  legal  force  of  his  company  which  he 
believed  was  a  very  able  force,  would  be  glad  to  render  any 
assistance  to  the  Association  in  this  connection,  without 
charge.  Compulsory  Health  Insurance,  if  it  was  ever  to  be 
effective,  needed  expert  advice  from  insurance  specialists 
and  should  certainly  be  freed  from  political  influences,  which 
so  far  had  been  very  active  in  connection  with  the  work  done 
to  bring  about  this  type  of  legislation.  He  said  that  with  all 
of  their  facilities  and  organization,  Casualty  and  Insurance 
Companies  of  all  types  had  been  brought  to  realize  the  strength 
of  this  movement  and  also  to  realize  that  wherever  such  bills 
were  introduced,  quick  action  was  necessary  to  defeat  them. 
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Mr.  Alger  complimented  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
his  report. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Powell  moved,  and  this  motion  was  seconded 
and  carried,  the  acceptance  of  this  report  and  the  continua¬ 
tion  of  the  special  committee  for  another  year. 

Mr.  Strasburger  agreed  that  it  was  desirable  to  continue 
the  committee,  but  asked  that  its  personnel  be  changed. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  was  read 
by  Mr.  D.  R.  Millard,  Secretary  of  the  Board.

Your  Board  of  Pharmacy  in  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  and  in  performance  of  its  duty  is  pleased  to  make  report 
relative  to  the  varied  activity  during  the  year  closing  June  8th,  1919, 
this  being  the  16th  Annual  Report  to  the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth 
and  our  6th  Annual  Report  to  the  State  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Since  our  last  report  much  of  interest  has  transpired  and  much 
of  more  or  less  serious  import  to  the  body  of  Pharmacy. 

In  addition  to  the  increased  responsibilities  and  physical  efforts 
placed  upon  the  pharmacists,  due  to  the  very  serious  influenza  epidemic 
of  last  autumn  and  to  the  depletion  of  the  pharmaceutical  ranks,  occasioned 
by  the  “Call  to  Arms”  for  our  Nation’s  defence,  pharmacists  have  been 
called  upon  to  meet  much  of  the  government’s  war  expenses,  to  which  they 
submit  in  the  usual  wholehearted,  broad-minded  spirit  characteristic  of 
the  pharmaceutic  body,  whose  patriotism  has  always  been  acknowledged 
and  conceded. 

Many  vexatious  problems  have  presented  themselves  in  the  im¬ 
mediate  past,  all  being  due  to  special  taxes  upon  special  drug  store  items, 
particularly  toilet  and  luxury  items,  administered  under  special  rulings  of 
the  Internal  Revenue  Department.  These  problems  have  been  very  vexa¬ 
tious,  not  because  pharmacists  have  been  unresponsive  to  the  spirit  of  the 
taxes,  but  because  of  the  general  uncertainty  as  to  the  meaning  of  the 
various  rulings,  their  scope,  methods  of  collections  and  of  making  returns 
to  the  Treasury  Department.  These  taxes  have  been  coming  so  thick 
and  fast  and  the  Department’s  rulings  and  change  of  rulings  so  kaleido¬ 
scopic  and  of  such  momentous  importance  that  commercial  pharmacy  has 
been  for  a  greater  part  of  the  year  past  somewhat  at  sea  as  to  the  methods 
by  which  they  might  best  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  Government.  This 
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chaotic  state  of  mind  has  been  largely  chargeable  to  the  devious  rulings 
and  change  in  rulings  by  the  Treasury  Department.  This  report  will  be 
treated  under  separate  sub-titles  relative  to  State  and  National  questions 
of  interest  as  well  as  general  activities  of  your  Board  together  with  their 
suggestions  for  meeting  the  vital  questions  before  us. 

Your  Board  has  held  eight  meetings  during  the  year  past,  two  for 
examinations — and  six  for  transaction  of  general  business. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  Wednesday,  September  11th,  1918, 
and  there  were  present  Messrs.  Meredith,  Powell,  Frames  and  Millard. 
It  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  by  the  Secretary  that  Mr. 
Ephraim  Bacon,  member  of  the  Board  whose  term  would  expire  May  1st, 
1919,  had  resigned.  This  was  confirmed  by  President  Meredith,  who  was 
in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Bacon  to  this  effect. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  letter  from  the  New  Jersey  Board  of 
Pharmacy,  requesting  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  reciprocate 
with  the  New  Jersey  Board  under  a  certain  regulation  not  exactly  in 
accord  with  the  N.  A.  B.  P.  This  the  Maryland  Board  declined  to  do  and 
the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify  the  New  Jersey  Board  that  the 
Maryland  Board  would  be  pleased  to  reciprocate  with  the  New  Jersey 
Board,  but  only  under  the  N.  A.  B.  P.  regulations.  The  Secretary  read 
a  letter  from  Mr.  Bates  Stephens,  State  Supt.  of  Education,  under  date 
of  August  1st,  1918, ;  requesting  that  a  representative  of  his  Board  be 
allowed  to  confer  with  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  relative  to  establishing  a 
High  School  standard  for  candidates  for  registration  by  examination. 
The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  arrange  this  meeting  for  October  3rd,  1918 
at  11  a.  m. 

The  next  meeting  was  held  October  3rd  at  Odd  Fellows  Hall,  for 
examination  of  candidates  for  registration.  Present  Messrs.  Meredith, 
Frames  and  Millard.  There  were  four  applicants  present  for  assistant 
registration,  and  twelve  for  pharmacists  registration.  There  were  two 
absentees  for  pharmacy  registration. 

There  were  present  by  appointment  the  representative  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  who  described  in  detail  the  desire  of  that  Board  for 
the  Pharmacy  Board  to  co-operate  with  them. 

The  next  meeting  was  held  October  4th,  for  the  examination  in 
practical  work.  The  entire  class  of  the  day  before  were  present  with  the 
exception  of  Henry  Eby,  who  was  absent  on  account  of  sickness. 

The  next  meeting  November  6th,  1918,  to  pass  upon  the  averages 
of  the  candidates  examined  October  3rd  and  4th,  and  to  transact  such 
other  business  as  might  come  before  the  Board.  There  were  present 
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Messrs.  Meredith,  Frames  and  Millard.  Mr.  Frames  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Board  that  Mr.  Joseph  W.  Moore  of  Eager  and  Eden 
Streets,  Baltimore,  had  been  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  fill  the  unexpired 
term  of  Mr.  Bacon,  resigned.  There  were  three  of  the  four  assistant 
pharmacists  granted  registration  and  five  of  the  pharmacists  out  of  a  class 
of  12,  registered  by  the  Board. 

Meeting  adjourned,  subject  to  call  of  the  President. 

Another  meeting  was  held  April  17th,  1919,  and  was  called  to  order 
at  11  a.  m.,  106  W.  German  Street.  There  were  present,  Messrs.  Frames, 
Powell,  Millard  and  Moore,  President  Meredith  presiding 

Questions  for  the  examination  of  May  15th  and  16th,  1919,  were 
discussed  and  adopted.  Mr.  Moore  having  the  branch  of  materia  medica 
and  Mr.  Frames,  practical  pharmacy.  After  this  matter  was  disposed  of, 
the  Board  went  into  a  general  discussion  of  the  various  Narcotic  Acts 
of  both  State  and  Nation  and  reached  the  unanimous  conclusion  that  your 
Board  of  Pharmacy  would  be  a  greater  benefit  to  the  citizens  of  the  State 
if  the  enforcement  of  these  acts,  the  poison  act  and  the  drug  section  of 
the  State  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Law  were  placed  in  hands  of  your  Board 
of  Pharmacy,  with  a  properly  equipped  laboratory,  drug  commissioner 
and  an  efficient  working  office  force,  which  in  addition  to  the  enforcement 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act  would  come  nearer  approaching  the  idealistic.  A 
committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  and  gather  what  information  was 
available  and  report  back  to  the  Board.  This  committee  composed  of 
Mr.  Powell,  Chairman  and  Mr.  Millard,  Associate.  This  report  will  be 
given  in  detail  further  on. 

Next  meeting  was  held  May  16,  1919,  at  University  of  Maryland, 
for  the  examination  of  candidates  for  registration.  There  were  present 
18  applicants  for  assistant  registration,  and  25  applicants  for  pharmacy 
registration.  There  was  one  pharmacist  excused.  At  this  meeting  there 
were  present  Messrs.  Meredith,  Powell,  Frames,  Millard  and  Mr.  Samuel 
Y.  Harris  of  Baltimore,  who  had  been  appointed  for  the  full  five  year  term, 
succeeding  Mr.  Moore,  whose  term  expired  May  1st.  There  was  present, 
by  appointment,  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  who  went 
into  further  discussion  of  the  great  desirability  of  the  Pharmacy  Board 
establishing  suitable  rules  governing  the  High  School  requirements.  To 
this  your  Board  gave  careful  consideration  and  there  will  appear  later  on 
in  this  report  subject  matter  pertaining  thereto. 

Adjourned  at  4  o’clock,  to  meet  the  next  day,  May  16th,  for  the 
practical  examinations,  this  day’s  work  dealing  only  with  theoretical 
requirements.

On  May  the  16th  the  next  meeting  was  held  at  the  Pharmaceutical 
Laboratory  of  the  Maryland  University.  The  full  membership  of  the 
Board  was  present.  There  were  examined  in  the  morning  session  the 
18  applicants  for  assistant  registration  and  from  1  to  4  p.  m.  the  25  phar¬ 
macists  applicants. 

June  8th,  another  meeting  was  held — and  the  meeting  was  called 
to  pass  upon  the  examinations  held  on  May  15th  and  16th  and  what  other 
business  might  come  before  the  Board.  Fourteen  of  the  assistant  phar¬ 
macists  were  granted  registration,  and  13  of  the  pharmacists  attained  the 
required  average. 

There  have  been  registered  since  our  last  Annual  report,  9  persons 
by  reciprocity,  two  from  Delaware,  three  from  Pennsylvania,  one  from 
Georgia,  one  from  Nebraska,  one  from  Virginia  and  one  from  the  District 
of  Columbia,  being  as  follows:  R.  Walter  Plumley,  Delaware;  Clarence 
G.  Spence,  Pennsylvania;  William  L.  Cameron,  Delaware;  Randolph 
Wheeler,  Pennsylvania;  David  Z.  Winger,  Pennsylvania;  Max  Friedman, 
Georgia  and  Sister  Agnes  Fitzsimmons,  Virginia;  Louis  E.  Blanquitte, 
Nebraska  and  John  V.  Eubank,  District  of  Columbia  and  C.  V.  Emig,

The  State  has  been  honored  during  this  past  year  by  a  meeting  of 
the  National  Drug  Trade  Conference  which  was  held  at  Hotel  Emerson, 
Baltimore,  January  7th,  1919.  This  meeting  was  of  special  significance 
to  pharmacists  in  that  for  the  time  first,  Boards  of  Pharmacy  were  repre¬ 
sented  in  their  deliberations.  The  National  Association  of  Boards  of 
Pharmacy  was  requested  to  send  delegates  and  join  this  conference.  Pres¬ 
ident  Culley  of  the  aforesaid  Association  appointed  as  representative  for 
this  conference,  William  F.  Kerfoot  of  Washington,  D.  C.  ,  H.  Lionell 
Meredith  and  D.  R.  Millard.  Mr.  Meredith  was  delegated  as  chairman.  As 
a  matter  of  information,  the  National  Drug  Trade  Conference  is  composed 
of  delegates  from  the  following  organizations:  The  American  Pharmaceuti¬ 
cal  Association,  National  Wholesale  Druggists  Association,  National 
Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  American  Association  of  Pharmaceutical 
Chemists,  American  Drug  Manufacturers  Association,  the  Proprietary 
Association  of  America  and  the  National  Association  of  Boards  of  Phar¬ 
macy.  As  a  sequence  of  this  meeting  the  N.  A.  B.  P.  was  favored  with  a 
membership  on  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Conference,  honor 
coming  to  our  State  with  the  appointment  of  H.  Lionell  Meredith. 

A  matter  which  bids  fair  to  demand  serious  consideration  in  the 
coming  months  is  that  of  the  narcotic  traffic  due  to  the  approval  of  National 
Prohibition  Laws,  having  to  do  with  the  liquor  traffic.  The  attention  of 
the  drug  profession  and  laity  alike,  has  been  turned  instanter  upon  the 
probable  consequence  of  the  legislation  and  the  problematic  increase  in 
the  use  of  narcotic  and  habit-forming  drugs.  That  prohibition  applied 
to  the  traffic  of  liquor  will  increase  the  use  of  narcotic  drug  is  hardly  a 
debatable  question.  The  figure  being  directly  relative  to  corresponding 
repression  and  regulatory  legislative  measures  which  may  be  adopted  and 
the  degrees  of  energy  placed  back  of  the  enforcement  of  these  measures. 
This  is  a  condition  and  not  a  theory  which  confronts  pharmacists  and  if 
pharmacy  will  do  its  duty,  the  strain  of  drug  traffic  can  be  in  a  large  mea¬ 
sure  blotted  from  our  State,  a  moral  situation  saved  and  the  criminal 
drug  trader  placed  where  he  belongs.  It  is  an  unfortunate  state  of  affairs 
yet  none  the  less  a  fact  which  we  must  face.  There  are  a  few  men  in  our 
profession,  and  also  our  allied  professions,  who  refuse  to  look  upon  narcotic 
traffic  as  a  moral  and  criminal  offence  against  society.  Fortunately  a 
large  proportion  of  pharmacists  and  allied  professions,  look  with  disdain 
and  disgust  upon  the  few  tainted  and  gory  dollars  which  this  traffic  yields. 
This  is  a  good  omen,  is  a  guarantor  of  the  faith  which  we  have  that  all 
conscientious,  law  abiding  professional  men  and  the  laity  as  well  will 
gladly  uphold  the  hands  of  those  who  would  control  this  moral  scourge, 
and  if  not  entirely  controlled,  to  reduce  it  to  as  low  a  minimum  as  possible. 
This  traffic  has  flaunted  itself  in  every  community,  neither  more  nor  less 
serious  here  in  this  peace  loving  State  of  Maryland  than  elsewhere;  has

grown  bold  and  seriously  menacing,  not  because  there  are  not  restrictive 
and  repressive  laws,  but  because  of  the  multiplicity  of  laws,  the  natural 
conflict  which  often  arises  under  these  conditions,  the  misconception  of 
authority  and  of  divided  authority  and  most  of  all,  lack  of  proper  means  of 
enforcement. 

This  traffic  comes  within  the  sphere  of  pharmacy  not  of  our  election, 
but  by  its  very  nature;  it  is  a  drug  matter  and  should  and  must  be  dealt 
with  through  drug  channels  .  This  is  a  problem  to  the  Maryland  Drug 
Associations,  which  they  must  meet.  The  enforcement  of  the  Zihlman 
Act  (The  Maryland  Narcotic  Act)  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  your 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  but  mark  you — without  the  proper  means  of  its  en¬ 
forcement.  The  Association  must,  if  they  respect  their  profession  and 
their  position  in  society,  see  to  it  that  the  sinews  for  this  enforcement  be 
provided  by  Act  of  the  next  Maryland  Legislature.  Fully  realizing  the 
seriousness  of  the  situation,  a  special  committee  was  appointed  by  your 
Board  to  study  this  question  and  submit  their  findings  in  a  report  to  this 
Board,  suggestions  which  will  cope  with  conditions  as  they  find  them  and 
also  any  condition  which  might  arise  in  the  future.  Herewith  is  appended 
the  report  of  that  Committee,  as  submitted  to  your  Board  at  their  meeting 
June  4,  1919. 

Of  no  less  importance  to  our  profession  will  be  the  attitude  of  the 
individual  pharmacist  towards  the  display  and  sale  of  spirituous  liquors. 
The  effort  surely  will  be  made  here  in  Maryland,  as  has  been  made  in 
almost  all  of  the  States  to  inveigle  the  pharmacists  into  the  future  conduct 
of  the  liquor  business.  It  is  to  be  feared  and  no  doubt  there  will  be  some, 
either  through  moral  or  financial  weakness,  who  will  lend  themselves  and 
their  establishments  to  the  liquor  element  for  the  continuance  of  this  de¬ 
praved  business.  It  is  even  now  whispered  that  steps  are  being  taken  in 
certain  parts  of  our  fair  State  and  Cities  to  encompass  this  very  thing. 
This  must  not  be  permitted;  the  Maryland  Association  of  Pharmacists, 
if  it  cherishes  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  public,  and  wishes  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  do  so  must  adopt  and  put  into  personal  enforcement  such  laws  as 
will  forever  banish  into  outlawry  any  pharmacist  who  will  thus  dare  to 
barter  away  his  honorable  franchise. 

Another  source  from  which  might  be  expected  invasion  into  the 
pharmacists’  ranks,  is  the  liquor  interest  itself  for  if  history  of  prohibition 
teaches  us  anything,  it  teaches  that  those  interests  die  hard,  and  in  their 
struggle  for  continuance  of  their  existence  camoflage  themselves  as  “drug 
stores.”  Will  Maryland  Pharmacists  permit  this?  Can  they  afford  to 
permit  the  money  mad  liquor  interest  to  over-run  this  State  with  so- 
called  “drug  stores,”  whose  main  business  will  depend  upon  doleing  out 
liquor  to  whomsoever  they  may  and  whose  secondary  business  will  be — 
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whether  they  wish  it  or  not,  to  demoralize  and  degrade  the  drug  business. 
This  must  not  be.  Self  respecting,  red  blooded  pharmacists  must  not 
permit  it.  Will  it  be  said  in  Maryland, 

“Hush  little  bar  room  don’t  you  cry, 

You’ll  be  a  drug  store  by  and  by.” 

Your  board  regrets  tiring  you  by  the  length  of  this  report  but  there 
are  many  points  of  particular  and  peculiar  importance  which  should  claim 
your  attention  and  in  presenting  them,  the  only  apology  your  Board  has 
to  make  is,  that  they  have  been  appointed  by  you  to  transact  the  phar¬ 
maceutical  business  of  this  State  and  to  bring  to  your  attention  matters  of 
importance  to  the  profession.  Accordingly  we  would  direct  your  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  matter  of  a  pre-requisite  law  as  a  present  day  question  and  the 
requirement  of  a  four  year  High  School  training  as  a  minimum  requirement 
for  a  College  of  Pharmacy  entrance.  In  so  far  as  a  pre-requisite  proposi¬ 
tion  is  concerned  it  may  be  said  frankly,  that  we  may  have  and  do  have  our 
own  personal  opinions  about  the  equity  of  such  a  law — its  un-American 
principles,  etc.,  but  the  exigencies  of  the  situation  must  be  squarely  met 
and  the  conditions  which  face  us  are  simply  these.  Five  years  ago  there 
was  but  one  State  in  this  Union  which  had  a  pre-requisite  law 
upon  its  Stature  books.  There  are  now  11  States  which  have  this  re¬ 
quirement. 

Interesting  discussions  in  the  sessions  of  the  N.  A.  B.  P.  has  caused 
this  degree  of  favor  in  the  additional  States.  This  interest  is  growing 
fast,  and  not  waning  in  strength.  Another  angle  from  which  this  question 
must  be  viewed,  is  that  at  the  present  time,  the  Maryland  Certificate  of 
Registration  is  accepted  in  45  States  reciprocally.  Should  Maryland  not 
place  a  pre-requisite  law  upon  the  Statute  books — the  time  will  soon  be 
when  the  Maryland  Certificate  will  not  be  thus  accepted.  Maryland  must 
decide  whether  she  will  remain  as  a  member  of  the  vanguard  in  National 
Pharmacy  where  she  now  is,  or  whether  she  shall  drop  into  pharmaceutical 
obscurity.  We  are  now  living  in  a  progressive  age  and  this  State  as  the 
individual  which  cannot  or  does  not  visualize  the  future  must  perforce 
play  a  minor  role  to  progress.  This  matter  is  forced  upon  the  attention  of 
the  Board  furthermore,  by  the  fact  that  there  are  even  now  frequent 
applicants  for  examination,  residents  of  sister-states,  which  States  require 
pre-requisite  training  for  College  and  pharmacy  entrance.  For  the 
purpose  of  gaining  the  view  point  of  applicants  upon  this  very  subject, 
your  Board  in  their  May  examination,  incorporated  this  question — 
“Should  college  training  be  a  pre-requisite  to  practicing  pharmacy.  Ampli¬ 
fy  your  answer.”  To  which  95%  of  the  applicants  answered — unqualified¬ 
ly — “yes.”  At  the  same  time  this  Board  does  not  feel  that  it  is  violating 
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any  confidence  when  it  says  practically  all  95%  of  the  applicants  who  were 
successful  were  graduates  of  Colleges  of  pharmacy. 

In  defence  of  the  four  year  High  School  attendance — before  en¬ 
trance  into  college  of  pharmacy  training — let  us  quote  another  question 
from  the  May  examination,  together  with  the  answer  thereto.  Question 
No.  2  reads  as  follows: 

“The  sciences  of  pharmacy,  chemistry  and  medicine  have  advanced 
rapidly  during  the  past  two  years.  What  should  be  the  attitude  of 
pharmacists  towards  that  advancement  and  what  steps  should  be  taken 
by  individual  pharmacists,  colleges  and  associations  to  meet  this  added 
responsibility  on  account  of  this  advancement  and  at  the  same  time 
preserve  the  dignity  of  the  profession  and  maintain  the  commanding 
position  in  society?” 

Answer — to  which  one  applicant  made  answer  as  follows: 

“Everybody  should  make  a  living,  especially  a  family  man.” 

Now  as  ridiculous  as  that  may  sound,  it  was  absolutely  the  exact 
words  used  by  this  applicant.  The  same  applicant  replied  to  question 
No.  3,  which  is  as  follows: 

No.  3 — “Should  College  training  be  a  pre-requisite  to  practice 
pharmacy?  Amplify  your  answer.” 

Answer — “Only  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  should  manage  the  ex¬ 
aminations.” 

Two  other  questions  we  quote,  to  which  one  applicant  answered  as 
follows:  Please  note  spelling. 

“Define  vacine  virus.  Give  its  official  title  and  the  trade  pro¬ 
tection  against  its  impotency,  and  improper  preparation.  Thru  what 
avenues  is  this  protection  afforded.  Define  anti-toxine.  What  do  you 
understand  by  unit  of  antitoxin.” 

Answer — “Vacine  viris  is  viris  of  vacine  should  be  Physiolgical 
tested.  This  Protects  the  trade  as  it  is  stamped  on  the  rapper.  Anti 
toxin  are  gotten  from  hosses.  The  hosses  are  fisrt  in  healthy  condition  is 
Ejected  into  the  horse  by  syringe  containing  certain  amt  of  germs  of 
Dipheritic  germs  it  is  then  bleed  and  the  cerua  is  collected  in  500,  1000, 
2000,  3000  or  5000  germs.  A  Units  tell  how  many  of  the  germs  in  the 
sealed  syringe.” 

Let  us  quote  another  one  this  same  bird  gave  us: 

Question  No.  6  reads  as  follows: 
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“Define  Narcosis  soporose,  coma  and  colytic.  Give  example? 
Give  official  title,  source  and  average  quantity  in  which  your  example 
may  be  safely  administered  or  applied.” 

To  which  this  philosopher  made  sage  reply: 

“Narcosis  soporose — medicines  that  produce  sleep  such  as  codine 
sulphate — coma  is  a  bulb  growing  in  the  ground  as  Squills  bulb  under 
ground  which  is  very  scaly.  Colytic  is  flesh  under  ground  (not  scaly)  as  a 
sweet  potato  turnip  grows.” 

This  is  no  laughing  matter — let  us  assure  you  we  present  this  not 
in  a  spirit  of  ridicule,  but  to  emphasize  the  absolute  necessity  of  establishing 
an  educational  requirement  if  pharmacy  is  to  be  kept  on  a  professional 
basis.  Furthermore  the  Maryland  Board  of  Education  is  just  now  making 
an  effort  to  raise  educational  requirements  throughout  the  entire  State 
and  pharmacy,  thru  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  and  allied 
pharmaceutical  bodies,  should  aid  this  laudible  endeavor,  thus  keeping 
step  with  the  other  states  and  abreast  of  the  times  and  events  in  general. 

Another  problem  of  great  concern  to  your  Board  is  the  matter  of 
keeping  correct  records  of  pharmacists  practicing  and  resident  in  this 
State.  Our  records  are  in  no  way  correct  only  stating  the  names,  registra¬ 
tion  number,  time  of  registration  and  the  address  of  the  applicant  at  time 
of  registration. 

We  have  no  yearly  re-registration  and  there  is  no  obligatory  scheme 
by  which  the  Pharmacy  Board  is  informed  when  a  person  changes  his 
address.  The  dead  cannot  notify  the  Board  of  their  discontinuance  of 
practice  and  those  still  alive  are  not  disposed  to  do  so.  If  the  Board  is 
expected  to  enforce  the  laws  pertaining  to  pharmacy,  some  method  of 
keeping  in  touch  with  practicing  pharmacists  must  be  adopted.  The 
Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  each  law  abiding  pharmacist  is  vitally  interest¬ 
ed  in  seeing  that  his  neighbor  observes  the  laws  quite  as  diligently  as  he 
himself  does.  Now  if  this  be  true,  each  law  abiding  pharmacist  should 
see  to  it  that  the  Board  be  given  authority  to  get  that  data  which  will 
enable  it  to  control  violations.  We  therefore  approach  this  subject, 
knowing  as  well  as  you  do  of  its  unpopularity  and  are  forced  to  ask  that 
the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  take  up  this  subject  of  an  annual 
re-registration  of  pharmacists  and  assistant  pharmacists  practicing  in 
this  State. 

Your  Board  therefore  recommends  for  your  favorable  consideration 
and  active  support  the  following  suggestions: 

First.  An  Amendment  to  the  State  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Law 
putting  enforcement  of  the  drug  section  of  that  law  in  the  hand  of  a  Board 
of  Pharmacy,  composed  of  seven  members — five  of  whom  shall  be  retail 
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druggists,  one  manufacturing  pharmacist  and  one  pharmaceutical  jobber, 
with  the  proper  appropriation  for  its  enforcement. 

Second — An  Amendment  to  the  present  Bichloride  and  Poison 
Laws  providing  for  the  administration  and  enforcement  of  these  laws  and 
substitution  law  by  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

Third— A  pre-requisite  law  to  practice  pharmacy. 

Fourth — A  four  year  High  School  requirement  for  entrance  into 
a  college  of  pharmacy. 

Fifth — Annual  re-registration  for  Pharmacists  and  Assistant 
Pharmacists. 

Sixth — Your  Board  of  Pharmacy  suggests  that  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association  appoint  a  special  committee  to  act  with  the 
special  committee  appointed  by  the  Pharmacy  Board  and  with  similar 
committees  who  may  be  appointed  by  allied  interests,  looking  to  the 
drafting  and  presenting  to  the  coming  legislature,  of  a  Bill  covering  the 
various  features  enumerated. 

Also  is  appended  the  Report  of  the  Maryland  delegates  at  the  15th 
Annual  Convention  National  Association  Boards  of  Pharmacy  held  in 
Chicago,  August  12-14th,  1918,  and  also  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Board  of  Pharmacy.

REPORT  OF  THE  MARYLAND  DELEGATES  AT  THE  15th  AN¬ 
NUAL  CONVENTION  N.  A.  B.  P.,  CHICAGO,  ILL. 
AUGUST  12-14,  1918. 

The  Fifteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  National  Association 
Boards  of  Pharmacy  was  called  to  order  by  President  W.  P.  Porterfield, 
August  12,  1918,  in  Congress  Hotel,  Chicago,  Ill. 

List  of  States  represented  follows:  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Colorado, 
Connecticut,  Florida,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Kentucky,  Louisiana, 
Maryland,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Nebraska, 
New  Jersey,  New  York,  North  Dakota,  Oklahoma,  South  Carolina, 
Tennessee,  Texas,  Utah,  Vermont,  West  Virginia,  Wisconsin.  Total 
number  of  delegates  and  Associate  delegates  present,  53.  Of  the  States 
represented  25  are  active  member  States,  and  two — New  York  and  New 
Jersey,  are  “Associate”  member  States. 
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President  Porterfield  appointed  the  Credentials  Committee  as  follows: 
Dr.  George  C.  Diekman,  New  York;  W.  S.  Denton,  Illinois;  Charles  J. 
Clayton,  Colorado. 

A  summary  of  the  addresses  of  President  Porterfield  showed  that  the 
active  membership  of  the  Association  now  included  43  States  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  those  not  being  affiliated  being  New  York,  New 
Jersey,  and  Rhode  Island,  California  and  Wyoming.  (New  York  and  New 
Jersey  are  Associate  member  States.) 

Since  the  last  Convention  President  Porterfield  pointed  out  that 
during  the  year  some  400  reciprocal  licenses  had  been  granted  in  the 
various  Active  member  States  that  make  up  the  National  Association 
Boards  of  Pharmacy,  and  that  reciprocity  had  served  to  stabilize  a  very 
erratic  supply  and  demand  condition,  with  regard  to  clerks,  caused  by 
enlistment  and  draft. 

The  President  also  mentioned  that  there  had  been  a  very  noticeable 
improvement  in  the  quality  of  examination  questions  during  the  year,  an 
analysis  of  which  showed  an  approachment  to  uniformity  that  makes 
reciprocity  between  the  States  equitable. 

The  following  recommendations  made  by  the  President  were  adopted : 

1.  Whereas,  It  is  apparent  that  the  best  interests  of  both  the 
public  and  the  druggists  are  served  by  having  two  classes  of  pharmacists 
generally  designated  as  registered  pharmacist  and  assistant;  be  it  hereby 

Recommended,  That  efforts  be  made,  in  all  States  where  not  al¬ 
ready  provided,  to  establish  two  classes  of  pharmacists  (registered  phar¬ 
macist,  and  assistant  registered  pharmacist.) 

2.  Whereas,  There  are  in  general,  two  classes  of  pharmacists 
recognized  by  various  States — designated  as  registered  pharmacist  and 
assistant  pharmacist,  or  otherwise,  and 

Whereas,  The  line  of  demarkation  between  these  two  groups  is 
growing  sharper,  and 

Whereas,  The  requirements  for  the  registered  pharmacist  are  be¬ 
coming  distinctly  greater  in  scope  and  character  than  the  requirements 
necessary  for  assistant  pharmacist;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  recommends  that  separate  sets  of 
questions  be  prepared  for  these  two  classes,  and  not  merely  the  classifica¬ 
tion  be  based  on  higher  and  lower  per  cent  grades  made  on  the  same 
set  of  questions. 

Resolutions  No.  1  and  2  were  adopted  unanimously  and  the  various 
States  which  are  not  now  following  these  resolutions  are  urged  to  do  so 
as  soon  as  possible. 
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3.  Whereas,  It  is  apparent  that  conditions  in  a  number  of  States 
are  such  as  will  prevent  boards  of  pharmacy  in  such  States  from  comply¬ 
ing  with  the  recommendations  of  the  N.  A.  B.  P.  adopted  in  1915  to  re¬ 
quire  high  school  graduation  (4  years)  in  1920  for  entrance  to  examinations 
for  registered  pharmacist;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  extend  the  high  school  requirement 
to  become  effective  January  1,  1923. 

Recommendation  No.  3  was  put  to  a  vote  and  carried,  after  it  had 
been  explained  that  by  making  the  graduation  from  high  school  require¬ 
ment  effective  for  1923,  instead  of  1920  as  voted  in  1915,  this  requirement 
would  become  effective  by  both  Boards  of  Pharmacy  and  the  Conference 
Schools  and  Colleges  of  Pharmacy,  at  the  same  time,  namely  1923. 

4.  Whereas,  The  National  Association  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy 
representing  as  it  does  the  legal  bodies,  the  State  Boards  of  Pharmacy,  in 
the  various  member  States,  which  have  or  should  have  the  power  to  fix 
standards  and  requirements  for  entrance  to  examinations  before  these 
bodies  for  pharmacists;  be  it  hereby 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  go  on  record  as  recommending 
that  all  Boards  of  Pharmacy  holding  membership  in  this  Association 
should  require  that  not  later  than  January  1,  1920,  candidates  for  ex¬ 
amination  for  registered  pharmacists  must  have  had  at  least  two  years 
satisfactorily  completed  high  school  work. 

Report  of  Secretary 

The  Secretary  stated  that  during  the  year  the  N.  A.  B.  P.  had 
established  a  well-equipped  Secretary’s  office  in  the  downtown  district 
in  Chicago  with  furnishings  all  paid  for. 

During  the  past  11  months  a  total  of  561  application  blanks  were 
disposed  of  as  compared  with  518  for  the  12  months  preceding,  and  524 
for  13  months  prior  to  that  time  (approximately  from  July  20,  1915,  to 
August  20,  1916). 

Executive  Committee  Report 
By  John  Culley,  Acting-Chairman 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  may  be  summarized  as 
follows:  That  the  annual  membership  fee  for  Active  member  States 
be  reduced  from  335.00  to  325.00 

That  State  Boards  give  no  heed  to  agitation  for  less  rigorous  re¬ 
quirements  for  registration  as  pharmacist  and  refrain  from  lowering 
standards. 
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That  the  Association  issue  a  form  of  certificate  to  individual  mem¬ 
bers  of  Active  member  Boards  of  Pharmacy,  including  Honorary  members, 
and  that  holders  of  these  certificates  be  recognized  by  the  Boards  of 
Pharmacy  of  the  respective  Active  member  States  of  the  Association,  on 
the  principle  of  reciprocity,  provided  the  holder  of  such  a  certificate  be¬ 
comes  a  resident  of  the  State  in  which  he  seeks  to  become  registered  and 
engages  in  the  practice  of  Pharmacy  within  the  State. 

The  recommendations  were  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Advisory  Examination  Committee 
By  H.  C.  Christensen,  Chairman 

It  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  note  the  strides  that  have  been  made 
both  in  the  type  of  questions  and  towards  uniformity.  *  *  *  This 

gratifying  condition  is  attributable  largely  to  the  warmest  and  hearty 
co-operation  given  the  Committee  in  its  work  by  the  various  Boards  of 
Pharmacy. 

Pharmacy  will  be  placed  on  a  par  with  other  professions.  I  fully 
believe  that  if  present  status  of  pharmacy,  with  regard  to  preliminary 
and  professional  training,  was  equal  to  that  of  medicine  and  dentistry, 
we  should  not  be  having  the  trouble  we  are  now  having  in  securing  re¬ 
cognition  for  pharmacy  in  the  army. 

Report  of  Committee  on  National  Legislation 
By.  H.  L.  Meredith,  Chairman 

A  notably  comprehensive  report  on  the  Edmonds  Bill  and  Phar¬ 
macy  in  the  Army  was  made  by  Mr.  H.  L.  Meredith  Chairman  of  the 
Committee.  Activities  in  the  interest  of  the  Bill  along  various  lines  were 
shown  including  the  sending  out  of  a  number  of  letters  to  the  various 
States  urging  Board  members  and  pharmacists  generally  to  explain  in¬ 
tentions  and  objects  of  the  Edmonds  Bill  to  Senators  and  Congressmen 
and  urge  support. 

Mr.  Meredith’s  Report  will  be  published  in  full  in  the  1918  Pro¬ 
ceedings  and  will  be  found  of  interest  to  all. 

Mr.  Meredith  was  given  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  by  the  Association 
for  the  splendid  Report,  and  his  untiring  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Bill. 

Report  of  Legislative  Committee 
By  Lawrence  C.  Lewis,  Chairman 

In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Lewis,  Mr.  Thos.  D.  Gregg  of  Illinois  presented 
the  report,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  there  had  been  very  little  for  the 
Legislative  Committee  to  do  as  only  in  a  few  States  had  Legislatures 
convened  during  the  past  year.  He  said  that  his  Committee  had  co-operat- 
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ed  in  every  way  possible  with  the  Special  Committee  (Mr.  Meredith’s 
Committee)  on  the  Edmonds  Bill  and  regretted  the  lack  of  success  in 
having  the  bill  enacted.  He  urged  continued  efforts  in  support  of  the 
Bill  and  hoped  that  Mr.  Meredith  would  be  able  to  give  a  more  encourag¬ 
ing  report  in  the  near  future. 

The  States  of  Colorado,  Minnesota,  Ohio  and  Washington  were 
by  vote  admitted  to  “Active”  membership  in  the  Association. 

By-Laws  were  amended  as  follows: 

Article  III 

Section  1.  “Reciprocity  shall  be  optional,  and  any  member  of 
this  Association  may  grant  a  certificate  to  an  applicant  from  a  State 
having  a  higher  standard  of  requirements  than  the  State  in  which  he 
seeks  registration.” 

Section  2.  “No  Active  member  Board  of  this  Association  shall 
enter  into  any  reciprocal  agreements  with  any  other  Board  of  Pharmacy 
which  is  not  an  Active  member  Board  of  this  Association.

Following  the  reading  of  this  report,  Mr.  Millard  asked 
Mr.  W.  C.  Powell  to  read  a  report  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  by  a  special  committee  composed  of  Mr.  Powell 
and  Mr.  Millard,  who  had  been  appointed  last  Spring  by  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  to  consider  the  narcotic  situation  in  the 
State  of  Maryland  and  to  make  such  recommendations  as 
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their  investigation  might  warrant  to  the  Board.  Mr.  W.  C. 
Powell  then  read  the  report  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  “TO  INVESTIGATE  HABIT-FORMING 
DRUGS  AND  DRUG  ADDICTIONS.” 

This  committee  was  formed  by  regular  parlimentary  procedure  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  held  in  Baltimore, 
April  17,  1919,  and  was  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  “to  investigate 
habit-forming  drugs,  and  drug  addiction,  and  report  on  ways  and  means 
to  prevent  the  drug  habit.” 

Your  committee  had  been  at  work  but  a  few  days  when  it  begin  to 
realize  the  enormity  of  what  is  known  as  the  “dope  evil.” 

We  knew,  as  does  every  pharmacist,  how  narcotic  addiction  ruins 
the  health  of  the  addict,  but  the  revelations  of  our  investigation  compel 
us  to  admit  we  were,  to  a  great  extent,  ignorant  of  the  tremendous  economi¬ 
cal  loss  to  our  industrial,  commercial  and  professional  activities  on  account 
of  the  increasing  number  of  addicts  being  recruited  from  the  ranks  of  the 
workers. 

The  “Advisory  Board  on  Drug  Addictions”  of  the  City  of  New 
York  writes  regarding  the  “industrial  menace,”  as  follows:  “the  habit 
breaking  out  in  establishments  where  there  are  groups  of  workers — it 
spreads  and  creates  havoc  with  both  males  and  females.  Also  another 
interesting  fact  has  been  brought  to  light  and  that  is  the  rather  high  per¬ 
centage  (16%)  are  concerned  with  transportation — this  is  a  hazard  that 
demands  careful  consideration.  The  proportion  of  motor-men,  chauffeurs, 
is  alarmingly  high,  and  the  number  of  railway,  both  steam  and  street 
services,  includes  a  number  of  these  characters.  It  is  this  angle  that 
makes  the  problem  acutely  interesting,  as  well  as  of  the  gravest  concern 
to  our  citizens.” 

This  same  Board  reports  that  out  of  1,403  patients  who  reported 
to  the  “Narcotic  Relief  Station,”  624  were  skilled  and  779  unskilled 
workers,  of  which  1,177  were  males  and  226  females. 

There  are  not  fewer  than  3,000  people  in  the  State  of  Maryland  who 
do  not  hesitate  to  use  to  excess  some  one  or  more  of  the  most  dangerous 
drugs.  This  estimate  is  very  conservative,  and  if  accurate  statistics  were 
available  from  every  community,  it  is  probable  it  would  be  proven  that 
those  addicted  to  the  use  of  opium,  or  its  derivatives  and  preparations 
alone  would  reach  this  figure.  A  condition  every  citizen  of  the  State 
should  contemplate  with  alarm. 

The  drugs  commonly  used  and  known  as  “habit  forming  drugs” 
are,  opium,  its  derivatives  and  preparations,  cocaine  and  heroin. 
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Your  committee  wants  to  go  on  record  as  amending  the  group- 
title  for  the  above  drugs  to  “habit-forming  and  degrading  drugs.”  We 
do  this  so  that  future  legislation  may  be  simplified. 

Every  pharmacist  recognizes  the  fact  that  there  are  many  drugs 
and  drug  combinations,  for  which  a  habit  may  be  formed,  that  are  not 
degrading,  nor  do  they  produce  “fiends.”  Neither  does  the  user  lose 
his  moral  sense  and  thus  become  a  “menace”  to  society. 

We  all  know  the  “old  lady”  who  must  have  her  favorite  sarsaparilla, 
but  we  can  not  say  she  is  a  “menace,”  or  “fiend,”  because  sarsaparilla 
has  become  a  habit  with  her. 

On  April  30th  we  wrote  the  Chief  of  Police  of  Baltimore  City 
seeking  his  assistance  in  making  our  investigation.  We  asked  for  statistical 
information  to  the  following  questions: 

How  many  addicts  are  there  in  Baltimore  City? 

How  many  are  addicted  to  the  use  of  Morphia? 

How  many  are  addicted  to  the  use  of  Heroin? 

How  many  are  addicted  to  the  use  of  Cocaine? 

How  many  acquired  the  habit  through  the  use  of  a  physician’s 
prescription? 

How  many  acquired  the  habit  through  the  use  of  patent  medicines? 

How  many  acquired  the  habit  through  “bad  association,”  or  sug¬ 
gestion  of  a  friendly  addict? 

In  the  majority  of  cases  are  not  the  addicts  city  born  or  bred? 

Those  who  come  from  the  country,  did  they  not  acquire  the  habit 
after  coming  to  the  city? 

How  many  physicians  have  been  arrested  for  the  illicit  use  of 
“habit-forming  and  degrading  drugs.?” 

How  many  pharmacists  for  the  same  offense? 

In  reply  to  this  letter  we  received  the  following:

Dear  Sir: — 

Referring  to  your  queries  of  the  30th  ult.,  I  have  to  advise  that  the 
police  investigation  of  drug  addicts  and  the  dope  evil  as  referred  to  in  the 
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clipping  of  the  Baltimore  Sun,  which  you  enclose,  and  which  is  herewith 
returned,  was  not  made  for  the  purpose  of  going  into  the  statistical  feature 
of  the  subject  so  intricately  as  to  permit  us  to  furnish  sufficient  data  in 
order  that  the  numerous  questions  you  ask  might  be  answered.  However, 
I  submit  herewith,  for  what  it  may  be  worth,  a  report  compiled  by  my 
officers  showing  the  total  amount  of  cocaine  and  morphine  issues  on  pres¬ 
criptions  of  nine  physicians  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  the  month  of 
January,  1919. 

Arrests  upon  the  charge  of  having  narcotic  drugs  in  their  possession 
have  been  numerous,  but  very  little  relief  is  afforded  through  the  Courts 
when  the  addits  produce  prescription  from  physicians  as  their  alibi.  How¬ 
ever,  we  are  doing  all  in  our  power  to  suppress  the  traffic.

This  report  must  show  to  the  Board  how  necessary  it  is  to  continue 
its  investigation,  and  we  recommend  that  this  committee  be  made  perma¬ 
nent,  and  that  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  keep  in  touch  with  all  Federal,  State 
and  Municipal  authorities  and  Societies  making  a  study  of  narcotic  drugs. 
That  it  familiarize  itself  as  regards  habit-forming  drugs,  and  drug  control, 
and  suggest  future  policies  to  the  Board. 

That  if  additional  funds  are  necessary  for  this  investigation  the 
State  be  asked  to  appropriate  the  necessary  amount. 

We  also  recommend  that  all  future  restrictive  legislation  relative 
to  “habit-forming  and  degrading  drugs”  be  placed  under  the  direct  and 
sole  control  of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

From  information  obtained  during  this  investigation  we  believe 
peddlers  of  habit-forming  drugs  make  it  a  practice  to  divert  suspicion 
from  their  traffic  to  the  law-abiding  pharmacists.  Addicts  when  in  the 
presence  of  their  favorite  “dope”  will  surreptitiously  obtain  the  drug 
with  monetary  loss  to  the  pharmacist,  and  at  the  same  time  so  implicate 
him  with  their  stealth  that  the  suspicion  of  the  police  authorities  will  be 
directed  to  the  pharmacist’s  methods  of  dispensing  narcotics. 

Therefore  we  warn  pharmacists  to  be  constantly  on  the  alert  for 
the  peddler,  and  to  avoid  the  “appearance  of  evil,”  by  not  allowing  known 
addicts  to  frequent  their  business  premises,  for  “every  addict  is  a  potential 
criminal  and  when  he  cannot  obtain  his  drug  he  will  become  an  actual 
criminal,  if  necessary  to  get  it.” 

The  National  and  State  press  have  given  us  hearty  co-operation  in 
our  investigation,  and  a  perusal  of  their  news  and  editorial  columns  will 
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only  accentuate  the  fact  that  the  lay  citizenry  is  aroused  to  the  need  of 
just  and  practical  laws  for  the  elimination  of  the  illicit  traffic  in  habit¬ 
forming  drugs. 

We  quote  from  some  of  the  papers  that  have  given  us  assistance: 

“The  determination  of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  under¬ 
take  the  work  dealing  with  the  narcotic  drug  evil  is  to  be  commended. 

“The  effects  of  the  habit  of  taking  narcotic  poisons  are  so  deplor¬ 
able  that  every  appropriate  agency  should  be  enlisted  in  warfare  against 
it.  With  State  laws  and  Federal  laws,  and  the  agents  of  both  govern¬ 
ments  active  to  enforce  them,  it  is  difficult  to  understand  how  the  supply 
of  morphia,  cocaine  and  other  poisons  can  be  maintained  and  distribut¬ 
ed.” — Baltimore  Sun. 

Right  here  it  might  be  informing  to  insert  two  clippings  from 
technical  papers  showing  the  various  phases  of  the  traffic  in  habit-forming 
drugs. 

“N.  L.  Nederhold,  an  exporter  and  importer  of  Tokio,  Japan,  was 
in  San  Francisco,  recently  on  his  way  home  from  a  business  trip  to  this 
country.  He  stated  that  American  Capital  had  become  interested  in  the 
establishment  of  a  cocaine  manufacturing  plant  in  Java,  and  that  he  had 
been  commissioned  to  establish  such  a  plant  by  the  Dutch  East  Indies 
Syndicate.” 

Interesting  reading  for  the  financier. 

Another: 

“In  spite  of  the  vigilance  of  the  United  States  Custom  Inspectors 
at  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  in  the  traffic  of  opium,  so  much  of  this  has  been 
landed  that  the  local  price  has  dropped  from  3175  a  tale  can  to  3100  a  can. 
Aggregate  seizures  of  the  contraband  drug  during  one  week  amounting  to 
about  3^0,000  in  value.  Seizures  approximating  39,000  were  made  aboard 
the  liner  Tenyo  Maru,  the  liner  Santa  Cruz,  from  Indian  ports,  yielded 
36,000,  while  a  raid  on  a  Chinese  lodging  house  brought  to  light  opium 
valued  at  36,600.” 

“Am  I  My  Brother’s  Keeper”  is  an  editorial  title  given  by  the 
Drug  Trade  Weekly  to  the  efforts  of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy. 
It  says  in  part: 

“The  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  has  started  a  vigorous  campaign 
against  the  growing  evil  of  the  illicit  use  of  narcotics  and  have  drawn  up 
rigid  regulations  covering  the  sale  of  these  drugs.  ****** 

“The  narcotic  problem  is  one  of  the  most  serious  which  confronts 
the  American  people.  This  paper  has  taken  a  firm  stand  to  stimulate 
the  attention  of  the  drug  profession,” 
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“While  there  are  but  few  doctors  and  druggists  who  propagate  this 
evil,  yet  it  must  be  confessed  that  the  doctors  and  pharmacists  generally 
have  not  manifested  any  great  interest  in  checking  this  menace,  not¬ 
withstanding  that  it  is  more  closely  connected  with  their  business  and 
they  ought  to  be  most  cognizant  of  the  facts. 

“Every  board  of  pharmacy  in  the  United  States  should  follow  the 
splendid  example  of  the  Maryland  Board.  The  time  is  now  ripe  to  cut 
off  this  malignant  growth.  The  medical  and  pharmaceutical  professions 
should  take  up  this  moral  impulse  sent  forth  and  unite  against  the  illicit 
traffic  in  narcotics.  How  long  are  we  going  to  drift  along  non-committant- 
ly?  We  as  pharmacists  are  more  than  business  men.  Our  duties  are  to 
minister  to  the  welfare  of  society.  Our  work  is  to  dispense  medicine  to 
help  humanity.  Any  action  on  the  part  of  unscrupulous  persons  which 
diverts  the  use  of  drugs  from  their  true  purpose  should  be  vigorously 
proceeded  against.  It  is  not  enough  that  we  ourselves  refrain  from  evil. 
We  must  combat  the  evil  of  others.  We  are  our  brother’s  keeper.” 

A  clarion  call  to  duty!  And  we  see  no  reason  why  every  drug  in¬ 
terest  in  the  State  of  Maryland  can  not  be  united  in  the  Maryland  Board 
of  Pharmacy  so  that  there  will  be  no  selfish  clash  when  we  come  to  frame 
a  law  that  will  be  for  the  betterment  of  the  health  of  the  State. 

After  the  pleasant  and  profitable  evening  spent  at  the  Club-house 
of  the  “Big  Brother  League”  it  seems  unnecessary  to  call  attention  to  the 
work  of  this  organization.  But  your  committee  does  not  feel  it  would 
have  done  its  full  duty  if  it  did  not  put  on  record  the  facts  ascertained  by 
this  body  of  conscientious  men  working  for  the  good  of  their  brothers  in 
distress. 

One  item  of  the  report  we  want  to  emphasize,  viz:  “two  successful 
cures  occured  at  a  Maryland  penal  institute  where  it  was  possible  ‘during 
the  first  several  weeks  to  keep  the  patient  in  close  confinement,  usually 
in  bed’  and  ‘all  communication  with  the  out-side  world,  especially  friends 
not  known  to  the  doctor  or  authorities’  was  denied.” 

Mr.  Laurence  W.  Goldheim  of  the  “Big  Brother  League,”  and  a 
member  of  the  Baltimore  Bar,  has  made  a  study  of  this  subject  and  writes 
authoritatively.  He  states  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  cure  its 
addicts,  and  finds  that  limiting  the  use  of  these  drugs  to  the  medical 
profession  as  was  done  in  the  Harrison  Anti-Narcotic  Drug  Act,  has  been 
a  failure,  and  that  two  million  addicts  attest  to  this  fact. 

Some  States  have  established  “Drug  Clinics”  for  studying  narcotic 
conditions,  treating  addicts  and  prescribing  for  drug  addiction.  In  so  far 
as  we  can  ascertain  , these  clinics,  as  established  and  conducted  have  failed 
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in  their  purpose,  and  as  dispensaries  of  “habit-forming  and  degrading 
drugs,”  have  been  too  lavish  in  supplying  known  addicts. 

There  are  many  advantages  to  be  derived  by  the  State  being  the 
sole  distributor  of  its  “habit-forming  and  degrading  drugs,”  and  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  its  addicts.  Therefore  we  recommend  that  the  Maryland  Board 
of  Pharmacy  and  the  State  Department  of  Health  be  authorized  bylaw  to 
establish  and  supervise  a  dispensary  and  hospital  where  drug  addicts  may 
be  scientificially  and  humanely  treated  for  their  morbid  condition. 

By  the  establishment  of  such  an  institution  we  do  not  contemplate 
any  interference  with  the  legitimate  drug  trade  and  the  conscientious 
practitioner,  but  the  unscrupulous  doctor  and  druggist  should  be  compelled 
to  relinquish  their  rights  to  practice  their  respective  professions. 

Without  any  further  discussion  of  the  subject,  we  recapitulate  and 
recommend: 

I.  That  the  group  title  “habit-forming  drugs”  be  changed  to 
“habit-forming  and  degrading  drugs.” 

II.  That  this  committee  be  continued  as  a  permanent  factor 
in  the  work  of  the  Board. 

III.  That  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy,  by  proper  amend¬ 
ments  to  existing  laws,  be  constituted  the  sole  and  only  dispensary  of 
narcotic,  habit-forming  and  degrading  drugs,  with  full  and  sole  power  to 
prescribe  rules  and  regulations  for  the  sale,  both  wholesale  and  retain,  of 
such  narcotics  and  drugs,  including  the  filling  of  prescriptions  therefor. 

IV.  That  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  and  the  State  Board 
of  Health  be  authorized  by  law  to  establish  a  dispensary  and  hospital  for 
the  study  of  narcotic  conditions,  treating  and  supplying  the  addicts. 

V.  That  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  be  empowered  by  law  to  cancel 
a  pharmacist’s  certificate  who  has  been  found  guilty  of  any  violation  of 
the  narcotic  laws  as  they  pertain  to  habit-forming  and  degrading  drugs, 
or  convicted  of  crime  against  moral  or  state  law,  for  profit. 

VI.  That  no  habit-forming  or  degrading  drug  be  prescribed  for  a 
period  longer  than  (this  time  to  be  designated  by  the  Surgeon  General’s 
Office  of  the  U.  S.  Army  and  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service)  without  the 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

VII.  That  it  be  an  indictable  offense  to  obtain  any  habit-forming 
or  degrading  drugs  outside  the  State;  all  such  drugs  to  be  obtained  through 
the  regular  wholesale  and  retail  channels  of  the  drug  rtade. 

VIII.  That  a  bona-fide  “reduction  treatment”  for  addicts  be 
adopted  by  the  Surgeon  General’s  office  and  the  U.  S.  Public  Health 
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Service,  and  so  specified  in  the  Harrison  Anti-Narcotic  law  and  that  it 
be  a  crime,  punishable  under  this  law  for  its  violation. 

IX.  That  no  private  drug-clinic  or  sanatoria  for  the  treatment 
of  drug  addicts  can  be  established  without  a  permit  from  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy,  and  that  such  institutions  be  under  the  direct  control  and 
inspection  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

X.  That  this  report  be  taken  to  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association  for  its  consideration.

Mr  Powell  explained  that  the  State  of  New  York,  which 
had  possibly  given  more  attention  to  the  narcotic  situation 
recently  than  any  other  State,  had  in  actual  work  along  these 
lines  three  organizations;  namely,  a  drug  clinic,  a  narcotic 
relief  station  and  an  organization  dealing  with  habit-forming 
drugs;  and  that  this  division  of  the  work  naturally  lead  to  some 
confusion.  He  said  that  the  investigation  showed  definitely 
that  most  addicts  had  been  lead  into  the  habit  through 
prescriptions  and  through  association  with  other  addicts. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Thomas  asked  Mr.  Powell  if  the  Maryland  Board 
of  Pharmacy  realized  that  they  were  not  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  the  present  Narcotic  Law  in  so  far  as  the  con¬ 
trol  of  the  narcotic  situation  was  concerned. 

Mr.  Powell  replied  that  the  narcotic  situation  in  the 
State  was  practically  in  the  hands  of  the  United  States 
authorities  and  of  the  Courts,  and  that  they  had  made  ar¬ 
rangements  for  the  treatment  of  addicts  by  a  special  physician 
appointed  by  the  Court.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  has  been 
without  necessary  funds  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the 
Narcotic  Law  and  the  best  that  they  have  been  able  to  do  is 
to  co-operate  with  the  agencies  above  referred  to  and  with 
charitable  bodies  in  general  in  order  to  do  what  they  could 
under  the  conditions.  This  is  one  of  the  pressing  reasons 
for  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  that  the  Association 
co-operate  in  securing  for  the  Board  the  necessary  funds  and 
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authority.  Among  the  charitable  associations  with  whom 
the  Board  has  been  co-operating  is  the  “Big  Brother  League,” 
a  Jewish  charitable  organization  that  has  been  giving  particular 
attention  to  the  treatment  of  drug  addicts.  Those  of  their 
own  faith  are  particularly  interesting  to  them,  but  their 
financial  and  other  assistance  is  not  limited  to  their  own 
people.  This  body  was  able  to  give  the  Board  some  very 
valuable  statistics.  The  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  be¬ 
lieves  that  the  situation  in  Maryland  so  far  as  narcotics  is 
concerned  differs  radically  from  the  conditions  existing  in 
New  York  and  that  the  regulations  for  governing  the  use  and 
distribution  of  narcotics  should  be  radically  different.  The 
New  York  regulations  were  referred  to  prominently  only  to 
show  that  the  situation  is  serious  and  deserves  proper  meas¬ 
ures  of  control. 

Mr.  R.  E.  L.  Williamson  moved  that  the  report  of  the 
Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  be  formally  received  and  made 
part  of  the  minutes  of  the  meeting;  further  that  this  Associa¬ 
tion  at  a  session  of  this  meeting  individually  consider  each  of 
the  recommendations  that  this  report  sets  forth  and  act 
seriously  and  definitely  upon  them. 

In  seconding  the  motion  of  Mr.  Williamson,  Mr.  J.  B. 
Thomas  said  that  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  deserved 
a  great  deal  of  credit  and  appreciation  from  the  Association 
for  this  exhaustive  report  and  for  the  recommendations  it 
contained.  The  report  showed  that  the  Board  had  con¬ 
sidered  in  a  very  broad  spirit  the  conditions  existing  within 
the  State  and  had  attempted  to  make  such  recommendations 
as  would  fully  meet  the  existing  conditions. 

The  motion  was  carried,  and  Mr.  M.  Strasburger  moved 
and  the  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  carried,  that  a  con¬ 
sideration  of  this  report  be  made  the  first  order  of  business 
at  the  next  session  of  the  meeting,  and  that  this  session  be 
called  promptly  at  9.30  a.  m. 
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The  meeting  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  time  specified 
on  Thursday  morning. 


Second  Session 


Thursday,  June  26th,  1919,  9.30  A.  M. 

President  Clarke  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  in¬ 
troduced  Mayor  Scott  of  Ocean  City,  who  delivered  a  brief 
address  of  welcome  to  the  members. 

Mayor  Scott  apologized  for  the  lateness  of  this  address 
of  welcome  and  explained  that  he  was  unavoidably  detained 
from  being  present  at  the  opening  meeting;  that  while  this 
official  welcome  was  a  little  late  it  was  none  the  less  hearty 
and  he  hoped  that  the  members  would  have  a  very  pleasant 
stay  in  Ocean  City  and  a  most  successful  meeting.  He 
said  Ocean  City  felt  complimented  that  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  whose  membership  was  composed 
of  representative  citizens  of  Maryland,  should  so  frequently 
select  Ocean  City  as  their  place  of  meeting  and  he  took  it 
that  this  indicated  that  the  members  enjoyed  their  stay  in 
Ocean  City.  He  wished  to  extend  to  the  Association  and  to 
the  members  individually  an  invitation  to  hold  their  annual 
meeting  at  Ocean  City  as  frequently  as  was  possible,  and  that 
Ocean  City  would  try  to  do  all  it  could  to  make  the  members 
feel  at  home. 

President  Clarke  thanked  Mayor  Scott  for  his  address 
and  asked  Mr.  J.  B.  Thomas  to  reply  thereto  on  behalf  of  the 
Association. 

Mr  Thomas  assured  Mayor  Scott  of  the  appreciation 
of  the  Association  for  his  hearty  welcome  and  for  what  Ocean 
City  did  for  the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  members  on  each 
succeeding  visit  to  their  city.  Mayor  Scott  was  entirely 
correct,  Mr.  Thomas  said,  n  assuming  from  the  repeated 
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visits  of  the  Association  to  Ocean  City  that  the  members 
considered  it  a  very  happy  selection  as  a  meeting  place  and 
that  they  thoroughly  enjoyed  their  stay. 

The  Secretary  called  the  attention  of  the  President  to 
the  presence  of  Dr.  Jeannot  Hostmann,  who  represented  the 
New  Jersey  Pharmaceutical  Association  as  a  delegate  to  our 
Association,  and  President  Clarke  asked  Dr.  Hostmann  to 
address  the  meeting. 

Dr.  Hostmann  expressed  his  pleasure  in  this  opportunity 
to  become  acquainted  with  the  membership  and  the  work  of 
the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association,  in  both  of  which 
he  had  been  interested  for  many  years.  He  extended  to  the 
Association  and  to  the  members  individually  the  good  wishes 
of  the  New  Jersey  Pharmaceutical  Association  for  a  successful 
meeting  and  continued  prosperity.  He  was  happy  to  extend 
to  all  the  members  an  invitation  to  attend  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  New  Jersey  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
which  would  be  held  in  Newark,  and  which  would  be  the 
fiftieth  anniversary  meeting  of  the  association.  The  New 
Jersey  Pharmaceutical  Association  considers  itself  the  oldest 
State  Association  in  America  and  next  year  will  have  had  an 
uninterrupted  existence  for  fifty  years.  It  was  believed  that 
both  Maine  and  possibly  California  antedated  the  New  Jersey 
association  in  organization,  but  that  neither  of  the  first 
mentioned  associations  had  had  an  uninterrupted  existence. 
Mr.  Sayre,  the  newly  elected  President  of  the  New  Jersey 
Pharmaceutical  Association  is  a  charter  member  of  that  body, 
is  a  very  active  pharmacist  and  a  man  who  has  done  a  great 
deal  for  pharmacy  in  his  State.  The  recent  meeting  of  the 
New  Jersey  Pharmaceutical  Association,  Dr.  Hostmann  ex¬ 
plained,  was  a  very  successful  one,  was  very  well  attended, 
and  that  possibly  the  most  important  matter  coming  before 
the  Association  was  the  question  of  a  joint  membership  fee 
v/ith  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association.  He  said 
that  their  Association  had  appointed  a  special  committee 
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to  work  out  a  plan  of  confederating  the  State  Pharmaceutical 
Associations  outside  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Asso¬ 
ciation.  He  personally  believed  that  this  was  a  good  idea, 
but  impossible  of  accomplishment;  would  add  still  another 
association  in  national  pharmacy,  of  which  we  already  have 
too  many.  His  Association  felt  that  the  proposed  joint  mem¬ 
bership  fee  with  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association 
might  possibly  restrict  the  activity  of  the  state  associations, 
but  he  prsonally  believed  in  increasing  the  field  of  activity 
of  the  House  of  Delegates  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  which,  as  the  members  of  the  Maryland  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Association  knew,  is  composed  of  delegates  from 
each  state  association.  Dr.  Hostmann  thanked  the  Associa¬ 
tion  for  the  privilege  of  addressing  it  and  for  the  many  courte¬ 
sies  which  had  been  extended  to  him  and  Mrs.  Hostmann. 
He  looked  forward  to  a  very  happy  stay  in  Ocean  City  and 
to  learning  much  from  the  proceedings  of  the  Maryland  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

President  Clarke  recalled  to  the  members  present  that 
at  the  last  annual  meeting  a  resolution  was  adopted  instructing 
the  incoming  Legislative  Committee  to  make  a  careful  study 
of  the  Model  Pharmacy  Bill  discussed  at  that  meeting,  and 
to  work  out  in  conjunction  with  the  Maryland  Board  of 
Pharmacy  a  legislative  program  to  be  presented  at  this 
meeting.  While  the  first  order  of  business  of  this  session  was 
a  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  Presi¬ 
dent  Clarke  believed,  in  view  of  the  above  explanation,  that 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation  should  be  heard 
as  it  bore  directly  upon  the  matters  to  be  considered. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Hodson,  Chairman,  thereupon  read  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  Legislative  Committee  as  follows: 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: — 

The  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association  reports  a  very  inactive  year,  so  far  as  Annapolis  law-makers 
are  concerned,  but  druggists  and  in  fact  nearly  all  kinds  of  commercial 
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businesses  are  surrounded  by  many  different  enemies.  This  year  we  had 
nothing  to  fear  from  the  State  politicians,  but  we  are  confronted  by  national 
conditions  at  Washington  far  worse,  and  Mr.  President,  if  it  meets  with 
your  approval,  and  with  the  members  here,  I  would  recommend  that 
you  appoint  a  committee  of  five,  to  draft  resolutions  and  submit  them 
to  this  body  for  approval.  The  bill  that  I  am  referring  to  is  the  Prohibition 
Bill  offered  in  Congress  by  Senator  Shepherd  of  Texas.  I  don’t  know  of 
any  law  that  was  ever  offered  in  any  Congress  that  could  or  would  hurt 
so  many,  and  nearly  ruin  most  of  our  people. 

We  recommend  for  adoption  by  this  convention  the  several  sug¬ 
gestions  offered  in  the  report  by  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy,  to-wit: 

1.  An  Amendment  to  State  Pure  Food  &  Drugs  Law  placing  the 
enforcement  of  the  drug  section  of  that  law  in  a  Board  of  Pharmacy,  com¬ 
posed  of  seven  members  — fiveof  whom  shall  be  retail  druggists,  one  a 
manufacturing  pharmacist,  and  one  a  pharmaceutical  jobber,  with  the 
proper  appropriation  for  its  enforcement. 

2.  The  enforcement  of  the  Anti-Narcotic  Law,  the  Bichloride  of 
Mercury  Law  and  the  Substitution  Law  by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

3.  A  Pre-requisite  Law. 

4.  A  four  year  high  school  graduation  or  its  equivalent  for  entrance 
into  a  College  of  Pharmacy. 

5.  Annual  registration  required  of  pharmacists  and  assistant  phar¬ 
macists. 

6.  The  appointment  of  a  special  committee  to  introduce  and  super¬ 
vise  such  legislation  as  is  necessary  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned,  in 
co-operation  with  similar  committees  appointed  by  allied  interests. 

We  most  heartily  urge  all  our  members  and  others  who  are  not  mem¬ 
bers  (but  who  have  at  heart  the  best  interests  of  pharmacy)  to  act  in  unison 
and  hearty  co-operation  to  the  end  that  the  recommendations  hereinbefore 
contained  be  realized,  and  the  profession  be  placed  and  continued  upon  a 
higher  plane  of  usefulness. 

Such  co-operation  on  our  part  and  co-ordination  with  the  Drug 
Exchange  and  organization  of  similar  character,  will  inevitably  bring 
what  we  seek.

Mr.  M.  Strasburger  moved  the  acceptance  of  the  report 
and  the  approval  of  the  recommendations  made  by  the  Board 
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of  Pharmacy  and  endorsed  by  the  Legislative  Committee. 

In  futher  explanation  of  the  report,  Mr.  Hodson  said  that 
Judge  Wm.  H.  Kerr  of  Baltimore,  was  present  at  the  request 
of  the  Board  and  that  Judge  Kerr  had  with  him  a  draft  of  a 
tentative  bill  covering  most  of  the  recommendations  of  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy.  He  asked  that  Judge  Kerr  be  given 
the  privilege  of  the  floor  to  read  this  draft  and  to  attempt 
to  answer  any  legal  questions  in  reference  thereto. 

President  Clarke  said  that  Judge  Kerr  would  be  given 
the  privilege  of  the  floor  without  objections. 

Judge  Kerr  said  that  he  was  present  simply  as  an  am¬ 
anuensis  to  the  Board,  and,  if  possible,  to  answer  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  those  present  any  questions  with  reference  to  the 
proposed  bill ,  and  regretted  his  lack  of  knowledge  of  pharmacy, 
which  placed  him  at  a  disadvantage  in  discussing  such  a 
measure.  He  read  the  draft  of  the  tentative  bill,  which  in¬ 
tends  to  transfer  the  enforcement  of  the  present  Pure  Food  and 
Drug  Law  of  Maryland  as  far  as  the  drug  sections  of  this  law 
are  concerned,  from  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  the  State 
Board  of  Pharmacy;  provides  for  the  election  of  a  drug  com¬ 
missioner,  the  establishment  of  a  laboratory  and  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  sufficient  help  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the 
bill;  the  membership  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  be  increased 
from  five  to  seven  members,  all  of  whom,  must  have  been  for 
ten  years  actively  engaged  in  some  branch  of  the  drug  busi¬ 
ness,  four  of  whom  must  be  at  the  time  of  appointment  actively 
engaged  in  the  retail  business  and  not  connected  with  any 
school  of  pharmacy;  to  place  under  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
the  enforcement  of  the  Maryland  Pharmacy  law,  the  Maryland 
Poison  Law,  the  Maryland  Narcotic  Law,  and  the  Maryland 
Bichloride  of  Mercury  Law. 

Judge  Kerr  further  explained  that  the  measures  to  be 
presented  to  the  General  Assembly,  carrying  out  the  sugges¬ 
tions  of  the  Board  for  a  pre-requisite  law  and  the  annual 
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registration  of  pharmacists  should  be  in  a  separate  draft,  as 
they  were  simply  amendments  to  the  Pharmacy  Law  itself. 
Further,  that  the  tentative  draft  just  read,  of  course,  provided 
for  many  minor  points  which  he  believed  it  was  unnecessary 
to  further  discuss  as  they  were  self-explanatory.  It  was  not 
thought  that  this  bill  was  entirely  satisfactory  for  the  purpose 
and  it  was  drawn  in  its  present  form  simply  to  bring  out  the 
points  to  be  covered  and  to  provide  a  doucment  for 
the  further  attention  of  the  Association. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Thomas  asked  if  soda  fountains  would  come 
under  the  food  or  drug  divisions  of  the  bill,  to  which  Judge 
Kerr  replied  that  they  would  come  under  the  food  section  of 
the  bill,  as  all  articles  generally  sold  at  soda  fountains  were 
considered  as  beverages. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Hancock  asked  that  Judge  Kerr  again  read  the 
section  of  the  draft  referring  to  the  personnel  of  the  Board, 
which  request  was  complied  with. 

Mr.  M.  Strasburger  asked  if  his  understanding  was  cor¬ 
rect  that  the  enforcement  of  the  drug  sections  of  the  present 
Pure  Food  and  Drug  Law  would  be  transferred  entirely  to 
the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  and  Judge  Kerr  replied  that  it  was. 

Dr.  Hostmann,  the  delegate  from  the  New  Jersey  Phar¬ 
maceutical  Association,  asked  the  privilege  of  the  floor  to 
outline  what  the  New  Jersey  pharmacists  have  been  able  to 
accomplish  in  the  matter  of  pharmaceutical  legislation.  When 
they  undertook  the  revision  of  their  laws  several  years  ago, 
they  decided  that  it  would  be  better  to  ask  for  a  certain  num¬ 
ber  of  revisions  at  each  session  of  the  legislature  rather  than 
to  ask  for  a  general  revision  as  the  Maryland  pharmacists 
are  contemplating.  They  first  secured  a  revision  covering 
the  revocation  of  licenses  for  cause,  and  also  for  the  removal 
of  a  commissioner  of  pharmacy.  They  had  proceeded  in  this 
way  until  they  had  secured  practically  all  that  they  had  in¬ 
tended,  the  last  revision  being  a  pre-requisite  law  requiring 
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the  applicant  for  registration  to  be  a  graduate  of  a  college  of 
pharmacy  and  to  have  had  at  least  one  year’s  high  school 
training.  He  asked  if  any  provision  was  made  in  the  Maryland 
law  for  the  assistant  pharmacists;  whether  or  not  members 
of  the  Board  were  appointed  upon  recommendation  of  the 
State  Association;  and  whether  or  not  members  of  the  Board 
received  any  compensation. 

Mr.  D.  R.  Millard,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy, 
in  reply  to  Dr.  Hostmann’s  questions,  explained  that  pro¬ 
vision  was  made  for  assistant  pharmacists  in  the  present 
pharmacy  law;  that  while  the  Governor  was  not  required  to 
appoint  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  upon  the  re¬ 
commendation  of  the  State  Association,  it  was  the  fact  that 
the  State  Association  by  a  ballot  each  year  selected  three 
members,  whose  names  were  referred  to  the  Governor  with 
the  request  that  he  appoint  one  of  them  to  the  next  vacancy 
in  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  and  that  this  precedent  had  been 
regularly  followed  in  the  appointments;  that  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  receive  an  annual  salary  of  fifty 
dollars  and  necessary  expenses. 

Mr.  R.  E.  L.  Williamson  moved,  and  the  motion  was 
seconded,  that  the  Association  approve  the  recommendations 
of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  and  that  a  sub-committee  com¬ 
posed  of  five  members  be  appointed  by  the  incoming  president 
from  the  next  Legislative  Committee,  and  that  this  committee 
be  empowered  to  consider  and  put  into  form,  in  co-operation 
with  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  and  committees  from  any  other 
pharmaceutical  organizations  who  may  wish  to  endorse  this 
general  movement,  such  bill  or  bills  for  presentation  to  the 
next  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  as  shall  effectually  carry 
out  these  endorsements  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  as  approved 
by  the  Legislative  Committee.  The  motion  further  carried 
the  acceptance  of  the  report  of  the  Legislative  Committee. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Hancock,  in  answer  to  his  question,  was  in¬ 
formed  by  Judge  Kerr  that  the  tentative  draft  did  not  carry 
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a  section  providing  the  necessary  funds,  as  according  to  the 
present  Code  of  Maryland,  such  appropriations  could  only 
be  secured  through  the  Budget  Bill  presented  to  the  General 
Assembly  by  the  Governor.  It  was  contemplated,  of  course, 
that  steps  would  be  taken  to  see  that  a  proper  appropriation 
to  carry  out  the  provision  of  any  legislation  attempted  to  be 
secured,  would  be  contained  in  the  Budget  Bill. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Hancock  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Board  is  given  in  the  tentative  draft  police  power  to  regulate 
their  competitors  and  that  while  he  was  in  favor  of  the  draft 
in  general,  he  thought  careful  attention  should  be  paid  to 
the  power  given  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

Mr.  D.  R.  Millard  explained  that  the  present  Pharmacy 
Law  gives  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  administrative  and  police 
power  as  decided  by  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

Mr.  R.  E.  L.  Williamson  said  that  his  motion  did  not 
necessarily  contemplate  the  endorsement  of  the  draft  read  by 
Judge  Kerr,  although  he  approved  of  that  draft  in  the  main, 
but  did  provide  for  the  further  consideration  of  the  general 
provisions  presented  by  the  six  recommendations  of  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  which  he  believed  a  majority  of  the 
members  present  approved.  While  he  realized,  as  Mr. 
Hancock  had  pointed  out,  that  a  great  deal  of  power  would 
be  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  he  believed 
that  the  members  of  the  Board  who  might  be  selected 
could  be  trusted  to  administer  the  laws  fairly  and  without 
discrimination  towards  their  competitors  in  business.  He  was 
further  confident  that  the  necessary  number  of  pharmacists 
could  be  easily  selected  from  those  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  pharmacy  in  the  State  to  fill  the  positions  created  by  the 
Board  with  satisfaction  and  distinction  to  the  citizens  of  the 
State.  The  administration  of  pharmacy  laws  by  pharmacists 
was  certainly  desirable,  and  if  the  members  of  other  professions 
administered  the  laws  affecting  themselves,  why  should  this 
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not  be  done  by  the  pharmacists?  His  idea  was  to  have  a  full 
consideration  of  the  whole  movement  by  all  State  associations 
of  pharmacists  with  the  idea  of  perfecting  the  draft  presented, 
if  this  were  possible,  and  further  to  provide  bills  to  cover 
certain  points,  which,  as  Judge  Kerr  explained,  were  not  em¬ 
braced  in  the  draft,  and  to  insure  as  far  as  possible  the  en¬ 
actment  of  this  legislation. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Hancock  said  that  while  he  also  approved  of 
the  purpose  of  the  bill,  those  affected  by  the  proposed  change 
must  remember  that  the  enforcement  of  that  part  of  the  Pure 
Food  and  Drug  Law  affecting  druggists  would  be  transferred 
from  the  hands  of  a  Board  who  had  become  experienced  in  its 
enforcement,  and  whose  general  attitude  with  reference  to  its 
enforcement  was  well  understood,  to  the  hands  of  a  board 
inexperienced  in  this  work,  and  as  he  had  pointed  out  before, 
the  members  of  the  Board  would  necessarily  have  the  regula¬ 
tion  of  the  businesses  of  their  competitors  to  a  certain  extent 
under  their  control.  In  addition  the  questions  that  he  had 
asked  in  reference  to  this  general  movement  had  not  been 
satisfactorily  answered.  The  motion  was  of  such  great 
moment  that  he  wished  to  place  himself  on  record  and  for 
this  reason  asked  for  a  vote  by  roll  call. 

The  Secretary  explained  to  Mr.  Hancock  that  his  request 
for  a  roll  call  would  necessarily  shut  off  the  discussion  of  the 
motion,  and  he  believed  that  this  was  unfortunate,  as  he 
doubted  that  all  of  the  members  present  had  a  full  under¬ 
standing  of  all  of  the  recommendations  made  by  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy.  He  asked  Mr.  Hancock  if  he  would  not  with¬ 
draw  his  request  for  vote  by  roll  call  in  order  to  allow  for  a 
more  general  discussion  of  the  recommendations.  The  Secre¬ 
tary  believed  that  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  were 
prepared  and  willing  to  answer  any  reasonable  questions  with 
reference  to  the  recommendations. 

Mr.  Hancock  replied  that  his  request  for  roll  call  was  the 
result  of  his  desire  to  be  put  on  record  as  not  voting,  because 
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in  addition  to  the  great  importance  of  the  motion,  he  was 
officially  connected  with  another  organization  which  later 
on  would  be  called  upon  to  consider  this  matter  and  to  decide 
whether  or  not  it  would  co-operate  in  securing  the  desired 
legislation. 

The  Secretary  replied  that  Mr.  Hancock’s  statement, 
which  would  be  embodied  in  the  minutes,  would  place  him 
definitely  upon  record  as  to  his  attitude  towards  the  motion. 

Mr.  Hancock  said  that  he  made  a  simple  request,  which  he 
believed  was  a  more  desirable  method  of  placing  himself  on 
record  and  that  when  he  asked  for  a  roll  call  he  meant  to  have 
the  names  of  those  present  called  and  their  votes  recorded. 

The  Secretary  replied  that  this  was  not  the  result  of  a 
request  for  vote  by  roll  call,  but  that  such  a  request  necessitat¬ 
ed  the  calling  of  the  entire  roll  of  members,  including  those 
not  present  as  well  as  those  present. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Powell  called  for  the  question  and  insisted 
that  the  vote  should  be  by  roll  call. 

The  Secretary  thereupon  called  the  roll,  and  Mr.  J.  H.  E. 
Catlin,  Mr.  J.  E.  Hancock  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Whittle  were 
recorded  as  not  voting.

The  President  declared  the  motion  carried. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Hodson,  Chairman,  reported  for  the  Legislative 
Committee  that  they  had  carefully  considered  the  com¬ 
munication  from  the  Secretary  of  the  National  Association  of 
Retail  Druggists,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  at  the 
previous  session,  and  that  they  unfavorably  reported  the  first 
recommendation  contained  in  this  communication  to  the  effect 
that  the  Association  should  petition  the  National  Congress 
for  the  repeal  of  the  so-called  luxury  tax;  and  favorably  re¬ 
ported  the  second  recommendation,  to  the  effect  that  the 
Association  oppose  the  provisions  of  the  proposed  prohibition 
bills  now  before  the  National  Congress  in  so  far  as  they  affect 
pharmaceutical  preparations. 

Mr.  Hodson  said  the  Committee  felt  that  to  ask  for  the 
repeal  of  the  luxury  tax  was  unwise,  because  in  the  first  place 
it  did  not  directly  fall  upon  the  pharmacist,  but  was  paid  by 
the  public,  the  only  inconvenience  the  pharmacists  suffered 
being  the  collection  of  the  tax;  and  because  the  revenue  was 
necessary  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  government. 

The  Committee  suggested  the  appointment  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  a  committee  to  represent  the  Association  in  connection 
with  all  prohibition  legislation  and  in  co-operation  with  the 
Legislative  Committee. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Thomas,  which  was  duly 
seconded  and  carried,  the  special  report  of  the  Legislative 
Committee  was  received  and  its  recommendations  approved.

Dear  Sir: — 

At  its  recent  Annual  Session,  the  New  Jersey  Pharmaceutical 
Association  appointed  a  committee  “to  take  up  with  the  various  State 
Associations  the  organization  of  a  National  Committee  of  State  Associa¬ 
tions.”  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  letter  to  bring  the  subject  formally  before 
your  Association. 

It  is  the  intention  to  have  such  a  Committee,  if  formed,  “to  meet 
at  frequent  intervals  and  be  continually  represented,  by  some  of  its 
members,  if  possible,  at  Washington  to  take  up  matters  of  interest  to 
Pharmacy  with  Congress  and  with  the  Departments  of  the  Government.” 

This  project  is  not  intended  to  cast  any  reflection  upon  the  work 
done  by  the  representatives  of  our  National  Associations  along  this  line. 
It  should  serve  to  strengthen  their  efforts  by  co-operation  wherever  possible. 

The  following  are  a  few  of  the  advantages  that  might  be  secured 
by  the  forma  don  of  a  National  Committee: 

1.  Closer  contact  with  the  rank  anl  file  of  the  State  Organiza¬ 
tions  and  closer  reflection  of  their  sentiment  than  is  possible  by  any  o:her 
means. 

2.  The  possibility  of  quick,  forceful  and  decisive  action  by  a  small, 
compact  body  directly  representing  thousands  of  men  in  different  sec  dons 
cf  the  Country. 

3.  Less  diver: ity  of  interests  than  exists  in  a  national  organiza¬ 
tion  cf  other  type,  therefore,  ability  to  handle  problems  which  di/erse 
interests  must  necessarily  ignore. 

4.  The  warning  cf  the  various  Associations  concerning  leci  laden 
irdmical  to  Pharmacists,  cr  their  interests,  as  introduced  in  any  pardcular 
State,  that  the  other  States  may  guardagainst  the  spread  of  the  objection- 
able  ideas. 

It  seems  that  here  is  a  big  opportunity  for  the  State  Associations  to 
make  their  influence  felt.  If  your  Association  favors  the  project,  it  is 
suggested  that  you  name  a  committee  of  three  to  co-operate  with  us  and 
that  the  names  cf  such  committee  be  sent  to  the  undersigned.

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Upon  motion  of  Mr.  H.  L.  Meredith,  duly  seconded  and 
carried,  this  communication  was  ordered  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  their  attention  being  called  to  the  fact 
that  there  are  already  two  bodies  in  the  American  Phar¬ 
maceutical  Association  fully  qualified  to  meet  the  situation 
outlined  in  Mr.  Beringer’s  letter. 

Mr.  C.  L.  Meyer  said  that  he  considered  it  opportune  to 
bring  up  just  following  the  communication  just  disposed  of, 
the  proposed  arrangement  for  a  joint  due  between  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Pharmaceutical  Association  and  the  various  State  Associa¬ 
tions.  This  proposal  meant  that  the  members  of  any  State 
association  taking  advantage  of  it  would  pay  a  joint  due  of 
five  dollars  covering  membership  in  the  American  Phar¬ 
maceutical  Association,  as  well  as  the  State  association,  the 
separate  dues  now  amounting  to  seven  dollars.  This  would 
bring  each  State  association  in  more  direct  affiliation  with  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association  and  Mr.  Meyer  favored 
the  proposal,  not  only  upon  the  ground  of  lessened  expense  to 
the  individual,  but  because  it  was  a  step  towards  the  affilia¬ 
tion  of  all  pharmaceutical  associations  in  the  United  States 
and  its  dependencies. 

Mr.  Meyer  said  that  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Wedg¬ 
wood  Club,  Dr.  H.  P.  Hynson  had  explained  this  proposal, 
following  which  every  member  of  the  Wedgwood  Club  present 
at  that  meeting  signified  his  willingness  to  take  advantage  of 
the  proposal.  Mr.  Meyer  believed  that  this  indicated  the 
feeling  of  the  pharmacists  in  the  State  with  reference  to  this 
proposal,  especially  since  many  members  of  the  Wedgwood 
Club  were  not  retail  pharmacists  but  were  connected  through 
allied  businesses.  Furthermore,  he  felt  that  the  pharmacists 
of  Maryland  should  give  the  proposal  all  the  more  serious 
consideration,  since  it  had  been  originated  by  Dr.  Hynson 
and  carried  in  the  Council  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association  and  also  in  the  House  of  Delegates  of  this  body 
through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Hynson  and  the  Secretary  of  our 
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Association.  Mr.  Meyer,  in  conclusion,  asked  that  the  Sec¬ 
retary  be  heard  with  reference  to  this  proposal. 

The  Secretary  said  that  it  seemed  advisable  to  explain 
to  the  members  the  general  movement  which  had  led  up  to 
the  proposal  under  discussion.  For  some  time  it  had  been 
apparent  to  those  who  gave  thought  to  the  matter  that  some 
form  of  co-operation  between  the  various  national  associations 
should  be  worked  out,  if  possible,  in  order  to  secure  unity  of 
action  such  as  had  given  the  American  Medical  Association 
and  other  similar  bodies  their  power  to  regulate  conditions 
within  their  own  profession,  and  also  to  bring  about  such 
needed  general  movements  as  they  thought  desirable.  The 
members  were  familiar  with  the  number  of  national  phar¬ 
maceutical  associations,  and  they  realized  that  on  account  of 
their  diversity  of  interests  it  was  a  difficult  matter  to  amal¬ 
gamate  them  directly.  The  most  lamentable  condition  was 
that  State  associations  were  not  directly  affiliated  as  such  with 
any  one  of  these  national  associations.  Some  years  ago  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  mainly  upon  the  sug¬ 
gestion  of  Dr.  Hynson,  had  worked  out  a  plan  of  co-operation 
in  what  was  known  as  the  House  of  Delegates.  This  body  was 
intended  to  become  in  time,  and  had  largely  done  so,  the 
general  legislative  body  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  and  was  composed  of  delegates  from  the  various 
State  associations,  together  with  delegates  from  other  national 
associations,  and  from  those  departments  of  the  government 
interested  in  public  health.  This  arrangement,  of  course, 
brought  about  a  direct  connection  of  the  State  associations  with 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  it  was  now  a 
fact  that  many  functions  of  the  national  body  had  been 
transferred  to  the  House  of  Delegates,  giving  the  State  associa¬ 
tions  direct  control  of  these  functions. 

Most  of  the  members  would  also  recall  that  at  the  last 
annual  meeting  a  plan  originated  by  Dr.  A.  R.  L.  Dohme 
was  considered,  which  looked  to  the  actual  federation  of  all 
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national  associations.  This  plan  was  considered  at  the  an¬ 
nual  meeting  cf  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  by 
delegates  from  all  of  the  national  associations,  and  while  no 
definite  plan  of  federation  was  acceptable  to  these  various 
delegates,  the  fact  that  they  had  gathered  to  consider  the 
matter  was  believed  to  be  a  step  towards  its  final  accomplish¬ 
ment.  In  addition,  these  delegates  had  decided  to  hold 
another  similar  meeting  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association  to  farther  consider 
this  matter. 


Another  movement  looking  to  a  federation  was  the 
American  Drug  Trade  Conference.  This  body  is  composed 
of  delegates  from  the  various  national  associations,  its  ex¬ 
penses  being  met  by  these  various  associations,  and  its  func¬ 
tions  so  far  have  been  to  represent  federated  pharmacy  in 
matters  mainly  affecting  national  pharmaceutical  legislation. 
For  the  present  it  was  believed  that  this  body  could  effectively 
handle  most  of  the  matters  in  which  the  various  associations 
were  jointly  interested. 

This  outline,  the  Secretary  hoped,  would  give  the  mem¬ 
bers  a  general  idea  cf  what  had  been  done  tov/ards  federation, 
and  these  various  movements  had  led  up  to  the  proposal  under 
discussion. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceuti¬ 
cal  Association,  Dr.  Hynson  presented  a  resolution  to  the 
effect  that  if  a  certain  percentage  of  the  members  of  any  State 
association  would  also  become  members  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  that  they  should  enjoy  a  joint 
due  of  35.00,  33.00  of  wFich  should  be  used  by  the  national 
association  and  32.00  by  the  State  association.  This  resolu¬ 
tion  in  order  was  referred  to  the  Council  of  the  A.  Ph.  A.,  and 
after  a  very  general  discussion,  was  referred  by  it  to  the  House 
of  Delegates,  with  the  recommendation  that  the  delegates 
from  each  State  association  bring  up  the  proposal  for  dis- 
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cuss: on  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  their  association  and 
thereby  gain  the  views  of  the  various  associations.  The 
Council  felt  that  if  the  proposal  was  acceptable,  it  should 
apply  to  100%  of  the  members  of  each  association. 

T  e  advantages  of  the  proposal  were — to  the  members, 
that  they  secured  a  reduced  due  covering  membership  in 
both  associations;  and  to  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
c’ation,  if  adopted,  it  would  give  a  national  member¬ 
ship  of  approximately  25,000  as  against  the  present  member¬ 
ship  of  approximately  3,000.  To  pharmacy  general  it  would 
have  the  advantage  of  practically  bringing  about  a  federation 
of  national  associations  through  the  diversified  membership 
of  each  state  association. 

If  accepted,  he  hoped  that  the  proposal  would  be  extended 
so  that  a  jo  nt  due  between  all  national  associations  coTd  be 
worked  out,  which,  if  done,  would  bring  about  an  actual 
federation  of  all  pharmacy,  the  present  national  association 
acting  as  of  the  national  body,  as  is  the  case  in  the  American 
Medical  Association  and  other  similar  bod  es.  He  hoped  that 
the  Association  would  see  fit  to  endorse  the  proposal  and 
instruct  their  delegates  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association  to  support  this  proposal  in  the 
House  of  Delegates. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  H.  L.  Meredith,  seconded  by  Mr. 
E.  W.  Hodson  and  carried,  the  proposal  that  had  just  been 
discussed  was  approved  by  the  Association  and  the  delegates 
to  the  coming  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association  were  instructed  to  work  for  the  adoption  of  this 
plan  by  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  meeting  was  thereupon  ajdourned  until  Friday 
morning. 


Third  Session 


Friday,  June  27th,  1919,  10.30  A.  M. 

President  Clarke  after  calling  the  meeting  to  order  asked 
for  a  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  President’s  Address, 
which  was  read  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Hancock: 

The  Committee  on  the  President’s  Address  begs  leave  to  express  its 
appreciation  of  the  thoughtful  purposes  expressed  by  Mr.  Clarke.  Much 
water  has  passed  under  the  bridges  of  the  last  four  years  and  men  are 
beginning  to  feel  the  problems  of  the  times.  Not  the  least  of  these  is 
union — not  merely  to  achieve  it,  but  to  moralize  it  and  by  intelligent 
thinking  to  make  it  strong,  and  it  is  very  gratifying  to  see  that  the  drug 
trade  of  Maryland  are  realizing  that  our  hopes  and  successes  are  bound 
up  in  a  more  complete  understanding  between  the  different  interests  that 
go  to  make  up  the  drug  business. 

The  recommendation  that  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  differ¬ 
ent  Drug  Associations  should  co-ordinate  is  not  a  new  one,  for  it  has  been 
the  policy  of  this  Association  for  the  past  twelve  years,  and  what  little  we 
have  been  able  to  accomplish  has  been  through  such  co-ordination.  We 
must  never  forget,  however,  that  this  is  a  principle  of  give  and  take,  and 
after  all  the  laws  that  are  sought  for  are  not  for  selfish  interests  but  for 
the  public  good. 

This  age  is  proud  to  call  itself  scientific.  Let  not  that  boast  be¬ 
come  a  vanity,  because  when  we  analyze  it  we  will  also  find  that  no  other 
age  has  ever  so  abounded  in  quackery.  Indeed,  the  one  great  weakness 
of  the  times  is  that  many  of  the  so-called  scientists  are  yielding  to  the  too 
insistent  demands  for  reforms,  until  it  seems  that  a  certain  charlatanry 
tends  to  destroy  human  and  moral  efficiency.  A  large  proportion  of  this 
activity  is  inspired  by  a  general  desire  to  help  mankind,  but  the  wreckage 
along  its  path  is  becoming  horrifying.  No  matter  what  the  previous 
experiences  of  men  may  have  been,  no  matter  whose  property  or  whose 
liberty  so  attacked  and  destroyed,  men  are  rushing  to  pass  impossible 
legislation.  Commissioners  and  Boards  of  National  and  State  Govern¬ 
ments  have  filled  the  minds  of  the  public  with  ideas  and  hopes  that  can¬ 
not  reasonably  end  in  anything  else  than  disappointment  until  the  aver¬ 
age  man  has  arrived  at  a  mental  condition  that  will  not  permit  him  to 
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judge  anything  by  the  standards  of  sound  reasoning.  This  confusion  not 
only  supplements  the  problems  that  have  grown  out  of  the  great  war,  but 
taxation  and  interference  with  private  matters,  if  continued,  will  end  in 
either  national  bankruptcy  or  governmental  tyranny.

Mr.  C.  C.  Neal,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
next  presented  a  report  to  the  effect  that  this  committee  had 
audited  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  that  they  had  been 
found  to  be  correct. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Hodson  asked  permission  to  read  the  following 
communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the  East  Baltimore 
Drug  Association: 

The  Legislative  Committee, 

Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association, 

Ocean  City,  Md. 

Gentlemen: — 

At  its  last  meeting  the  East  Baltimore  Drug  Association,  went  on 
record  as  opposed  to  the  Volstead  bill,  H.  R.  3458,  the  Jones  Bill  S  611,  and 
the  Sheppard  Bill  S  555,  recently  introduced  into  the  House  and  Senate, 
and  instructed  its  Secretary  to  notify  your  Committee  of  its  protest,  that 
your  Committee  might  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  parent 
body  for  prompt  action. 

We  are  opposed  to  prospective  legislation  that  nullifies  our  pro¬ 
fession;  that  minimizes  the  Physicians’  armamentarium;  that  unreason¬ 
ably  restricts  our  sphere  of  usefulness;  that  deprives  the  wage  earners  of  the 
many  little  home  remedies  for  which  he  has  almost  constant  use;  that 
destroys  without  either  providing  remedy  or  substitutes;  that  centralizes 
power  of  enforcement  and  punishment  in  a  single  individual  and  that 
places  a  hither-to  legimate  and  decent  calling  in  the  same  class  as  the 
“gin  mill,”  ruled  by  the  type  of  laws  made  for  the  bootleggers  and  other 
criminals. 

We  are  opposed  to  these  wanton  pieces  of  fanaticism,  introduced 
under  the  guise  of  legislation  and  desire  in  the  name  of  our  members  and 
in  the  interest  of  the  public  to  register  our  protest. 

A  reply  as  to  the  line  of  action  taken  by  your  committee  would  be 
appreciated.

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Mr.  Hedson  explained  that  the  action  previously  taken 
by  the  Association  practically  dealt  with  the  legislation  re¬ 
ferred  to  in  this  communication,  but  upon  motion  of  Mr.  Hod- 
son,  duly  seconded  and  carried,  the  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  advise  the  Senators  and  Representatives  from  Maryland 
in  the  National  Congress  that  the  Associat’on  requested  their 
interest  to  see  that  no  features  of  the  measures  under  con¬ 
sideration  should  be  inimical  to  the  interests  of  the  members 
and  to  ask  that  the  committee  from  the  Association  be  given 
a  hearing  in  reference  to  these  measures. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Hancock,  on  behalf  of  his  father — Dr.  J.  F. 
Hancock,  presented  a  verbal  report  from  the  Committee  on 
the  William  Proctor  Memorial  Fund  to  the  effect  that  the 
committee  had  in  hand  practically  sufficient  funds  to  erect  the 
monument  desired;  that  they  had  approved  plans  for  the 
monument  and  were  now  awaiting  the  selection  by  Congress 
of  a  suitable  site  for  the  erection  of  the  monument.  He  said 
that  such  work  was  practically  at  a  standstill  during  the  war 
period,  and  the  committee  would  proceed  with  the  completion 
of  its  duties  as  soon  as  possible. 


Dr.  H.  P.  Hynson  gave  a  verbal  report  of  the  very  pleasant 
visit  he  had  just  had  as  a  guest  of  the  Pennsylvania  Phar¬ 
maceutical  Association.  He  spoke  enthusiastically  of  the 
work  accomplished  by  the  Pennsylvania  Association,  and  was 
particularly  pleased  with  the  serious  attention  that  had  been 
given  to  the  proposal  of  a  joint  due  with  the  American  Phar¬ 
maceutical  x4ssociation.  The  Pennsylvania  Association  favor¬ 
ed  the  idea,  but  doubted  being  able  to  apply  it  to  the  extent 
of  100%  of  the  membership  of  each  State  association.  He 
believed  that  the  approval  of  the  proposal  by  the  largest  and 
possible  the  most  influential  of  the  State  associations  would  do 
a  great  deal  towards  its  final  adoption. 

Dr.  Hynson  also  pointed  out  the  advantages  of  Buena 
Vista  as  a  meeting  place  for  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
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Association,  and  asked  that  this  place  of  meeting  be  given 
consideration  by  the  Executive  Committee,  particularly  as 
the  Pennsylvania  Association  had  decided  to  meet  there  again 
next  year,  and  there  was  a  possibility  of  arranging  for  a  joint 
meeting. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Thomas  supportel  Dr.  H/mon’s  suggest’ 01  for 
a  joint  meeting  with  the  Pennsylvania  Association  and  hoped 
that  this  could  be  arranged. 

The  Secretary  presented  the  final  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Membership,  in  which  were  presented  for  election  the  names 
of  fifty-one  new  members,  which  the  Secretary  asked  to  be 
excused  from  reading  on  account  of  the  length  of  the  list.

R.  Culbreth,  Joseph  B.  Garrott,  E.  M.  Foreman,  John  W.  Geiger,  Samuel 
Mansfield,  J.  Charles  Smith,  Columbus  V.  Emich,  Albion  J.  Corning, 
John  J.  Thomsen,  D.  C.  Aughinbaugh,  Edwin  Eareckson,  William  Simon 
and  J.  Walter  Hodges,  being  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  a  majority 
of  whom  are  citizens  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  do  hereby  certify  that  we 
do,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  General  Laws  of  this  State,  authorizing 
the  formation  of  corporations,  hereby  form  a  corporation  under  the  name 
of  “The  Maryland  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  Baltimore  City.”

limited  to  forty  years;  and  that  the  said  corporation  is  formed  upon  the 
articles,  conditions  and  provisions  herein  expressed,  and  subject  in  all 
particulars  to  the  limitations  relating  to  corporations,  which  are  con¬ 
tained  in  the  General  Laws  cf  this  State. 

We  do  further  certify,  that  the  operations  of  said  corporations  arc  to 
be  carried  on  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  that  the  principal  office  of 
the  said  corporation  will  be  located  in  Baltimore  City. 

We  do  further  certify  that  the  said  corporation  has  no  capital  stock. 
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We  do  further  certify  that  the  said  corporation  will  he  managed  by 
the  officers,  and  that  the  said  M.  I  .  Byers,  David  M.  R.  Culbreth,  Joseph 
B.  Garrott,  F.  M.  Foreman,  John  W.  Geiger,  Samuel  Mansfield,  J.  Charles 
Smith  and  Columbus  V.  Emich  are  the  names  of  the  officers  who  wil 
manage  the  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  for  the  first  year.

A  Code  of  Ethics 


For  the  guidance  of  members  of  this  Association  and  all  pharma¬ 
cists  of  the  State  who  may  wish  to  follow  the  higher  practice  of  their 
profession. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist  Himself 

First — He  should,  by  study,  experimentation,  investigation  and 
practice,  thoroughly  qualify  himself  to  fully  meet  and  competently  transact 
the  daily  requirements  of  his  vocation. 

Second — He  should  possess  a  good  moral  character  and  should  not 
be  addicted  to  the  improper  use  of  narcotic  drugs  nor  the  excessive  use 
of  alcoholic  stimulants. 

Third — He  should  constantly  endeavor  to  enlarge  his  store  of  knowl¬ 
edge;  he  should,  as  far  as  possible,  read  current  pharmaceutical  literature; 
he  should  encourage  all  such  pharmaceutical  organizations  as  seem  to 
be  helpful  to  the  profession,  and  so  deport  himself  as  not  to  detract  from 
the  dignity  and  honor  of  the  calling  this  Association,  especially  is  trying 
to  elevate. 

Fourth — He  should  accept  the  standards  and  requirements  of  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  National  Formulary  for  the  articles 
of  Materia  Medica  and  the  preparations  recognized  by  these  publications, 
and,  as  far  as  possible,  should  promote  the  use  of  these  and  discourage  the 
use  of  proprietaries  and  nostrums. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  Those 
from  Whom  He  Makes  Purchases 

First — He  should  deal  fairly  with  these;  all  goods  received  in  error 
or  excess,  and  all  undercharges,  should  be  as  promptly  reported  as  are 
shortages  and  overcharges.  Containers  not  charged  for  and  not  included 
in  the  charge  for  contents  should  be  carefully  returned,  or,  if  used,  should 
be  credited  to  the  party  to  whom  they  belong. 
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Second — He  should  earnestly  strive  to  follow  all  trade  regulations 
and  rules,  promptly  meet  obligations,  closely  follow  all  contracts  and 
agreements,  and  should  not  encourage  or  sanction  any  division  of  quantity 
purchases  not  contemplated  in  the  terms  of  sale. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  His 
Fellow-Pharmacist 

First — In  this  relationship  he  should,  especially,  “do  as  he  would  be 
done  by.”  He  should  not  make  any  comment  or  use  any  form  of  ad¬ 
vertisement  that  will  reflect  upon  a  member  of  the  profession,  generally 
or  specifically.  Nor  should  he  do  that  which  will  in  any  way  discredit 
the  standing  of  other  pharmacists  in  the  minds  of  either  physicians  or 
laymen. 

Second — He  should  not  obtain,  surreptitiously,  or  use  the  private 
formulas  of  another,  nor  should  he  imitate  or  use  another’s  preparations, 
labels  or  special  forms  of  advertising. 

Third — He  should  not  fill  orders  or  prescriptions  which  come  to 
him  by  mistake.  Prescription  containers  with  copies  and  labels  of  an¬ 
other  pharmacist  upon  them  may  be  filled  by  him  upon  request,  but  he 
must  invariably  replace  the  labels  with  his  own,  thereby  assuming  proper 
responsibility. 

Fourth — He  should  never  request  a  copy  of  a  prescription  from 
another  pharmacist;  the  owner  of  the  prescription,  being  alone  entitled 
to  a  copy,  is  the  proper  person  to  ask  for  it. 

Fifth — He  may  borrow  merchandise  from  another  pharmacist,  pro¬ 
vided  the  practice  is  reciprocal  and  equally  agreeable  to  both  parties; 
but  the  better  form  is  to  pay  a  sum  for  the  desired  article  equal  to  the 
cost  and  half  of  the  profit  to  be  obtained. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  Physicians 

First — He  should  positively  refuse  to  prescribe  for  customers  ex¬ 
cept  in  cases  of  urgent  emergency. 

Second — He  should  not,  under  any  circumstances,  substitute  one 
article  for  another,  or  one  make  of  an  article  for  another,  in  a  physi¬ 
cian’s  prescription,  without  the  physician’s  consent. 
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Third — He  should  refuse  to  re-fill  prescriptions  or  give  copies  ot 
them  when  so  instructed  by  the  physician. 

Fourth — He  should  not  place  copies  of  prescriptions  upon  containers 
unless  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  prescriber,  even  though  the  patient  should 
request  it.  Nor  should  he  use  any  word  or  label,  like  “For  External 
Use,”  “Poison,”  “Caution”  etc.,  without  due  regard  for  the  wishes  of  the 
prescriber,  provided  the  safety  of  the  patient  and  family  is  not  jeopardized. 

Fifth — Whenever  there  is  a  doubt  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  physi¬ 
cian’s  prescription  or  directions,  he  should  invariably  confer  with  the 
physician  in  order  to  avoid  possible  mistakes  or  unpleasantness;  changes 
in  prescriptions  should  not  be  made  without  such  conference. 

Sixth — He  should  never  discuss  physician’s  prescriptions  with  cus 
tomers  nor  disclose  to  them  their  composition. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  His  Patrons 

First — He  should  seek  to  merit  the  confidence  of  his  customers, 
which,  when  won,  should  be  jealously  guarded  and  never  abused  by 
extortion  or  misrepresentation. 

Second — He  should  supply  products  of  standard  quality  only  to 
patrons,  excepting  when  something  inferior  is  specified  and  paid  for  by 
them. 

Third — He  should  charge  no  more  than  fair,  equitable  prices  for 
merchandise  and  prescriptions;  the  time  required  for  the  proper  prepara¬ 
tion  of  prescriptions  should  be  duly  considered  and  paid  for. 

Fourth — He  should  hold  the  safety  and  health  of  his  patrons  to  be 
of  first  consideration;  he  should  make  no  attempt  to  treat  diseases  nor 
strive  to  sell  nostrums  or  specifics  simply  for  the  sake  of  profit. 

Fifth — He  should  consider  the  reckless  or  continued  sale  of  drugs 
to  habitues  and  the  illicit  sale  of  abortive  medicines  or  poisons  to  be 
practices  unbecoming  a  gentleman,  a  pharmacist  and  a  member  of  this 
Association. 


Constitution  and  By-Laws 


Preamble 


Whereas,  To  promote  progress  and  to  guard  the  well-being  of 
our  profession  within  the  State,  Pharmacists  should  be  thoroughly  or¬ 
ganized,  and 

Whereas,  The  business  relations  existing  between  Pharmacists, 
Chemists,  Wholesale  and  Manufacturing  Druggists  are,  and  ought  to  be, 
of  the  most  intimate  and  confidential  character,  and 

Whereas,  There  exists  great  necessity  for  the  enactment  of  just, 
yet  stringent  laws,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  to  guard  against  the 
adulteration  of  food  and  medicine  and  to  confine  the  compounding  and 
dispensing  of  drugs  and  medicines  to  those  who  are  thoroughly  competent. 
Therefore  be  it 

Resolved.  That  we,  the  Pharmacists,  Chemists,  Wholesale  and 
Manufacturing  Druggists  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  in  convention  ass¬ 
embled  do  hereby  organize  ourselves  into  a  permanent  association  and 
adopt  the  following  Constitution  and  By-Laws: 

Constitution 


Article  I. 


This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 


Article  II. 


The  object  of  this  Association  is  to  bring  together  the  reputable 
Pharmacists,  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  the  State,  that  they  may,  by 
thorough  organization  and  united  effort,  advance  the  science  of  Pharmacy, 
promote  scientific  research  and,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  strive  to 
have  enacted  just,  yet  stringent  laws  to  prevent  the  adulteration  of  food 
and  medicines  and  to  confine  the  compounding  and  sale  of  medicines  to 
regularly  educated  pharmacists. 
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Article  III. 

This  Association  shall  consist  of  active,  life  and  honorary  members. 

Article  IV. 

The  Officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  an 
Executive  Committee  of  five  members,  of  this  Committee  three  are  to  be 
elected  from  the  City  of  Baltimore,  one  from  Eastern  Shore,  and  one 
from  the  Western  Shore  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

All  Officers  of  this  Association  except  the  Local  Secretary  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  have  qualified.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President  after  the  place  of  meeting  shall  have  been  selected. 

Article  V. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  must  be  sub¬ 
mitted  in  writing,  and,  after  being  read,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Laws,  and  lie  over  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  when,  upon  receiving  an  affirmative  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present,  it  shall  become  part  of  this  Constitution. 

Article  VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

By-Laws 


Article  I. 

The  President  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  this  Association: 
he  shall  announce  all  business  received  and  submit  all  proper  motions  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Association.  Upon  calling  the  yeas  and  nays, 
and  in  cases  of  equal  division,  he  shall  vote;  upon  all  other  occasions  he 
shall  not  vote.  He  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject,  however, 
to  an  appeal.  He  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless  their  appointment 
is  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Association,  and  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member 
of  the  Executive  and  each  Standing  Committee.  He  shall  present  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  an  address  upon  any  subject  he 
may  elect,  and  shall  make  such  suggestions  as  may  seem  to  him  suitable 
to  promote  the  interests  and  better  carry  out  the  objects  for  which  this 
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Association  has  been  organized.  He  shall  sign  all  certificates  of  member¬ 
ship,  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer,  and  authenticate  the 
proceedings  by  his  signature. 

Article  II. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  his  inability  to  act,  his  duties 
shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice-Presidents  in  their  order  of  rank. 

Article  III. 

The  Secretary  shall  make  and  keep  correct  minutes  of  the  proceedings 
and  conduct  all  the  correspondence  of  the  Association.  He  shall  be, 
ex-officio,  a  member  and  Secretary  of  the  Executive  and  each  Standing 
Committee.  He  shall  carefully  preserve  on  file  all  reports,  essays  and 
papers  of  every  description,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  under  direction  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  to  edit,  publish  and  distribute  the  Proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary  of  one  hundred 
dollars.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  reside  at  or  near  the  place  of  annual 
meeting  and  have  charge  of  arrangements  for  the  same. 

Article  IV. 

The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  safely  hold  all  dues  and  other  funds 
belonging  to  the  Association,  to  the  order  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
He  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  before  each  annual  meeting 
the  names  of  all  members  who  have  failed  to  pay  their  dues.  He  shall 
at  each  annual  meeting  render  a  statement  of  his  accounts  to  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  for  audit,  and  report  a  copy  of  same  to  the  Association. 
He  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall 
be  paid  an  annual  salary  of  fifty  dollars. 

Article  V. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  roll;  shall  investi¬ 
gate  the  claims  of  all  candidates  for  membership,  and  have  charge  of  all 
business  not  otherwise  assigned. 

Article  VI. 

This  Association  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  name.  Special  meetings  shall 
be  called  upon  the  written  application  of  ten  members,  directed  to  the 
President;  said  written  applications  before  being  acted  on  must  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  receive  the  approval  of  a  majority 
of  said  Board  of  Trustees,  and  at  least  twenty-five  days’  notice  be  given 
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of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  meeting  in  special  session.  A  semi¬ 
annual  meeting  may  be  held  at  such  place  as  the  President  may  designate 
which  the  officers  and  chairmen  of  committees,  especially,  shall  attend. 

Article  VII. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Trustees 
for  the  transaction  of  any  business  that  may  be  intrusted  to  it. 

Article  VIII. 

Eligibility — Active  Members.  Pharmacists,  Chemists,  Wholesale  or 
Manufacturing  Druggists  of  good  moral  and  professional  standing  and 
their  representatives.  Teachers  of  Botany,  Materia  Medica  or  any  other 
science  pertaining  to  Pharmacy  are  eligible  to  active  membership  and 
shall  pay  the  annual  dues. 

Article  IX. 

The  fiscal  year  of  this  Association  shall  begin  June  1  and  end  May 
31.  Annual  dues  of  each  active  member  shall  be  two  dollars,  except 
clerks  in  retail  drug  stores,  whose  dues  shall  be  one  dollar,  and  shall  be 
payable  in  advance  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

All  applications  for  membership  must  be  handed  to  the  Executive 
Committee  for  investigation,  and  by  them  reported  to  the  Association. 
Election  of  members  shall  be  by  ballot.  Five  black  balls  shall  defeat  an 
election. 

Application  for  membership  ad  interim  may  be  acted  upon  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  if  they  receive  an  unanimous  vote,  shall 
be  declared  members  of  the  Association. 

Members  elected  within  three  months  of  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
will  not  pay  dues  until  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  following. 

Any  member  three  years  in  arrears  for  his  annual  dues  shall,  after 
due  notification  from  the  Treasurer,  lose  his  rights  as  a  member. 

Any  person  who  has  once  been  a  member  of  the  Association  desir¬ 
ing  to  renew  his  membership  may  do  so  by  paying  the  current  dues. 

Article  X. 

Any  person  may  be  expelled  for  cause  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of 
all  the  members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association;  provided, 
however,  that  due  notice  has  been  served  upon  the  offending  member 
and  he  has  had  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  own  defense. 
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Article  XI. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  at  one  time  twenty 
dollars  shall  be  declared  a  life  member,  and  be  forever  after  exempt  from 
the  paying  of  annual  dues,  and  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  membership 
as  a  life  member. 

Article  XII. 

A  certificate  of  membership  will  be  issued  to  any  member  upon  the 
payment  of  one  dollar. 

Article  XIII. 

All  certificates  of  membership  and  life  membership  shall  be  signed 
by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

Article  XIV. 

Pharmacists,  physicians,  chemists  and  other  scientific  men  of  merit 
may  be  elected  honorary  members  of  this  Association,  and  be  entitled  to 
all  privileges  of  the  Association,  excepting  the  right  to  vote  and  to  hold 
office.  They  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  the  annual  dues. 

Article  XV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  arrange  the  order  of  business  for 
each  annual  meeting  and  shall  furnish  the  Secretary  a  draft  of  program 
at  least  thirty  days  before  the  date  of  such  meeting. 

Article  XVI. 

Three  members  of  the  Association  in  good  standing  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting,  from  which  three  members  so  elected, 
the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  be  requested  to  appoint  one  as  a  member 
of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  succeed  the  member  of  the  said 
board  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  on  the  1st  day  of  May  next  following. 

Article  XVII. 

The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  annually: 

A  Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  composed  of  five  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  report  annually  upon  adulterations  in  drugs,  chem¬ 
icals  and  other  preparations  handled  by  pharmacists. 

A  Committee  on  Adulterations,  consisting  of  three  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  carefully  consider  and  report  upon  such  matters  of  trade 
interest  to  pharmacists  as  may  to  them  appear  of  interest  and  value. 
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A  Committee  on  Legislation  composed  of  five  members,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be,  with  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  submit  to  the  next 
Legislature  of  this  State  the  draft  of  such  laws  as  may  seem  necessary  to 
protect  the  public  from  danger  and  loss  resulting  from  the  adulteration 
of  foods  and  medicines,  and  from  the  danger  resulting  from  permitting 
incompetent  persons  to  compound  and  dispense  medicines.  They  shall 
also  be  empowered  to  bring  before  both  State  and  National  bodies  all 
needed  legislation  pertaining  to  Pharmacy. 

A  Committee  on  Pharmacy,  composed  of  five  members,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  consider  and  report  at  each  annual  meeting  upon  all  kindred 
scientific  progress,  and  to  propound  such  scientific  and  practical  questions 
for  investigation  and  reply  and  such  prescription  difficulties  for  discussion 
as  may  seem  to  them  proper. 

A  Committee  on  Laws,  composed  of  three  members,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  consider  and  report  upon  proposed  amendments  and  altera¬ 
tions  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

A  Committee  on  Membership,  composed  of  five  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  induce  eligible  persons  residing  in  the  State  of  Mary¬ 
land  to  become  members  of  the  Association,  and  to  suggest  means  whereby 
the  membership  may  be  increased. 

A  Committee  on  Deceased  Members,  composed  of  three  members, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  discover  and  report  upon  the  death  of  members 
that  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  to  present  fitting  memorials  for 
publication. 

A  Committee  on  Medical  Societies,  composed  of  five  members, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  confer  with  Medical  Societies  on  behalf  of  this 
Association,  and  present  such  papers  as  may  be  deemed  desirable  for  the 
advancement  of  more  cordial  relations  between  physicians  and  pharmacists. 

A  Committee  on  Ethics,  composed  of  three  members,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  consider  and  formulate  such  matters  bearing  on  the  ethics 
of  the  profession  as  may  be  by  them  deemed  desirable. 

A  Committee  on  Entertainment,  composed  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  charge  of  the  entertainment  features  for  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association. 

A  Committee  on  Publicity,  composed  of  three  members,  who  shall 
co-operate  with  the  pharmaceutical  and  lay  press,  keep  the  public  informed 
as  to  the  activities  of  this  Association  and  advised  on  matters  of  general 
interest. 

A  Committee  on  New  Remedies,  composed  of  three  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  print  and  distribute  to  the  members  a  list  of  the  prin¬ 
cipal  new  chemicals  that  have  come  into  general  use  during  the  year. 
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Article  XVIII. 

Section  1  (Authorization).  The  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion  hereby  authorizes  the  organization  of  the  Travelers’  Auxiliary  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  to  be  a  permanent  organization 
to  aid  in  the  up-building  and  entertainment  of  the  Association. 

Section  2  (Membership).  Membership  of  the  Auxiliary  shall  com¬ 
prise  all  Traveler  Members  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
and  only  such  Traveler  members.  (Every  Member  of  the  Auxiliary  shall 
be  a  regular  active  Member  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association), 
and  nothing  in  this  article  of  the  By-Laws  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to 
deprive  him  of  any  of  his  rights  or  privileges  as  such. 

Section  3  (Dues).  Each  Member  of  the  Auxiliary  shall  pay  the 
Jegular  dues  in  the  sum  of  32.00  per  annum  to  the  Maryland  Pharmaceu¬ 
tical  Association,  and  in  addition  thereto,  shall  pay  33.00  in  annual  dues  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Auxiliary. 

Section  4  (Funds).  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  over  to  the  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Auxiliary  each  year  an  appropriate  sum.  This  fund,  together 
with  the  dues  paid  by  its  Members  to  the  Auxiliary,  and  such  other  funds 
as  it  may  collect,  shall  be  used  by  the  Auxiliary  to  provide  entertainment 
for  the  Association  at  its  annual  meetings. 

Section  5  (Function).  The  President  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceu¬ 
tical  Association  shall  appoint  an  entertainment  committee  of  three  from 
among  the  Members  of  the  Association  who  are  also  Members  of  the 
Auxiliary,  and  two  other  members  of  the  Association,  which  Committee 
shall  devise  with  the  Travelers’  Auxiliary  in  matters  pertaining  to  the 
program  of  entertainment  for  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  6  (Powers).  The  Travelers’  Auxiliary,  and  the  Entertain¬ 
ment  Committee,  shall  have  exclusive  control  of  the  arrangements  for 
the  entertainment  features  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association 
at  its  annual  meetings. 


Article  XIX. 

All  propositions  to  alter  or  amend  these  By-Laws  must  be  submitted 
in  writing  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Laws  at  one  session,  and 
may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  or  at  any  succeeding  session  and  the  propo¬ 
sition  determined  by  a  majority  vote. 


Maryland  Pharmacy  Law 

Article  43:  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland,  Title:  “Health” 
Sub-Title  “Commissioners  of  Pharmacy.” 


Section  178.  (1902  Chapter  197,  Sec.  2.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  2.)  No  person  shall  open,  conduct  or  keep  a  phar¬ 
macy  in  this  State,  either  as  a  principal  or  agent,  unless  such  a 
person  shall  have  obtained  a  pharmacist’s  certificate,  as  here¬ 
inafter  provided,  and  no  pharmacy  shall  be  at  any  time  left  in 
charge  of  any  person  who  is  not  a  certified  pharmacist,  a  cer¬ 
tified  acting  pharmacist,  or  a  certified  assistant  pharmacist, 
to  compound  prescriptions  or  sell  or  dispense  poisonous  drugs, 
and  providing,  that  in  the  case  of  a  certified  assistant  pharma¬ 
cist,  he  shall  not  be  left  in  charge  of  any  pharmacy  in  this 
State  for  a  period  of  more  than  twenty-four  hours,  and  then 
acting  only  in  the  temporary  absence  of  a  certified  acting 
pharmacist,  regularly  and  continuously  employed  in  that 
pharmacy.  It  shall,  however,  be  lawful  for  physicians  and 
dentists  to  compound  and  dispense  their  own  prescriptions, 
but  unlawful  for  any  person,  dealer  or  firm,  not  a  certified 
pharmacist,  a  certified  acting  pharmacist  or  certified  assistant 
pharmacist,  to  compound  a  physician’s  prescriptions.  Any 
person  violating  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  179.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  3.)  Every  store 

or  shop  where  drugs,  medicines  or  chemicals  are  sold  at  retail, 
displayed  for  sale  at  retail,  where  physician’s  prescriptions 
are  compounded,  which  has  upon  it  or  in  it  as  a  sign  the  words, 
“Pharmacist,”  “Pharmacy,”  “Apothecary,”  “Drug  Store,” 
Druggist,”  or  any  of  these  words  or  exhibits  the  character¬ 
istics  show  bottle  or  globes  filled  with  colored  liquids,  shall 
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be  considered  a  pharmacy  within  the  meaning  of  this  sub¬ 
title. 

Section  180.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  4.)  The  Gover¬ 

nor  shall  appoint  five  persons  who  are  skilled  and  com¬ 
petent  pharmacists,  who  have  had  ten  years’  active  phar¬ 
maceutical  experience,  are  actively  engaged  in  the  retail 
drug  business  and  not  connected  with  any  school  of  phar¬ 
macy  or  medicine  either  as  teachers,  instructors  or  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  board  of  trustees,  to  be  Commissioners  of  Phar¬ 
macy,  two  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  the  city  of  Baltimore 
and  three  residents  of  the  counties  of  the  State.  Said  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  constitute  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy, 
and  shall  hold  office  as  follows:  One  to  serve  five  years,  one 
four  years,  one  three  years,  one  two  years  and  one  one  year 
from  the  first  of  May,  1902;  in  the  first  instance  the  Governor 
to  designate  in  the  appointment  who  to  serve  one,  two,  three, 
four  and  five  years,  and  thereafter  annually  the  Governor 
shall  appoint  one  person  to  serve  as  a  member  of  said  board 
for  the  term  of  five  years.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  within 
ten  days  after  notification  of  their  appointment  each  sub¬ 
scribe  to  an  oath  before  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
Baltimore  City,  or  the  clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  any 
county,  to  impartially  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  pre¬ 
scribed  herein.  The  position  of  any  commissioner  so  ap¬ 
pointed  who  shall  fail  to  qualify  within  the  time  and  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  named  shall  be  deemed  vacant.  The 
Governor  shall  fill  all  occurring  vacancies  from  such  sections 
of  the  State  as  will  cause  the  board  to  be  constituted  as  here¬ 
inbefore  provided. 

Section  181.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  5.  1910  Chapter 

494,  Sec.  2.)  Said  board  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a 
president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  serve  for  the 
term  of  one  year,  and  who  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed 
by  the  board.  Meetings  for  the  examination  of  applicants 
for  registration  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Thursday  in  April  and 
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October  in  each  year,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  at  such 
times  and  places  as  may  be  fixed  upon  by  the  board;  provided, 
that  ten  days’  public  notice  of  the  hour  and  place  of  each 
meeting  at  which  there  is  an  examination  of  candidates  for 
registration  shall  be  given.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board 
to  receive  all  applicants  for  examination  and  registration  sub¬ 
mitted  in  proper  form,  to  grant  certificates  to  such  persons 
as  may  be  entitled  to  the  same  hereunder,  to  report  annually 
to  the  Governor  and  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion,  upon  the  condition  of  pharmacy  in  the  State,  which  re¬ 
port  shall  also  furnish  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
board,  as  well  as  the  names  of  all  persons  registered  under 
these  provisions;  to  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  registered 
the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all  persons  so  registered 
and  all  facts  pertaining  to  the  granting  of  certificates.  The 
said  board  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  any  rules  and  by¬ 
laws  not  inconsistent  herewith,  necessary  to  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  the  board,  to  demand  and  receive  from  appli¬ 
cants  the  fees  herein  provided,  which  shall  by  the  treasurer  of 
the  board  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  State. 

Section  182.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  6.),  The  salaries  of 

said  board  shall  be  fifty  dollars  per  annum  to  each  member, 
and  all  legitimate  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  official 
duties.  The  secretary  of  said  board  shall  receive  an  additional 
salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  and  not  to  exceed  two  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  per  annum;  he  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  at  each 
meeting,  or  whenever  the  board  may  direct,  such  funds  of 
the  board  as  may  be  in  his  possession,  and  take  the  treasurer’s 
receipt  therefor.  In  its  annual  report  to  the  Governor,  the 
board  shall  render  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and 
expenses  incurred  pursuant  herewith,  and  the  secretary 
and  treasurer  shall  give  such  bond  as  the  board  shall  from 
time  to  time  direct. 

Section  183.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec. 7.)  Any  person 

who  on  April  8th,  1902,  is  registered  or  entitled  to  registration 
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in  Baltimore  City  as  managing  owner,  managing  assistant  or 
relief  clerk,  and  who  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July, 
1902,  pay  to  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  a  fee  of  one 
dollar,  shall  be  entitled  to  registration  as  pharmacist  and  re¬ 
ceive  a  certificate  of  such  registration. 

Section  184.  (1920  Chapter  179,  Sections  8,  9,  10  and  11 

1910  Chapter  494,  Sec.  3,  1920  Chapter  525.)  Any  person  of 
good  moral  character,  who  has  had  four  years’  active  experi¬ 
ence  in  a  pharmacy  where  physicians’  prescriptions  are  daily 
compounded  and  has  attailed  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
who  shall  present  satisfactory  evidence  to  the  Maryland  Board 
of  Pharmacy,  that  he  or  she  has  had,  at  least,  a  four  years’ 
standard  high  school  training  or  its  equivalent  and  is  a  gadu- 
ate  of  a  reputable  school  or  college  of  pharmacy  approved  by 
the  said  Board,  and  who  after  examination  by  the  said  Board 
shall  be,  by  it,  deemed  competent,  shall  be  resistered  as  a 
pharmacist,  and  be  given  a  certificate  of  such  registration. 
Such  person  shall  make  application  to  the  ecretary  of  the 
said  board,  at  least  ten  days  before  any  stated  meeting  of 
the  board  and  shall  pay  to  the  board  a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars. 
Any  person  of  good  moral  character,  who  has  had  two  years’ 
active  experience  in  a  pharmacy  where  physicians’  prescrip¬ 
tions  are  daily  compounded,  and  has  attained  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  who  shall  present  satisfactory  evidence  to  the 
said  board  that  he  or  she  has  had,  at  least,  a  two  years’ 
standard  high  school  training  or  its  equivalent  and  has 
attended  a  reputable  school  or  college  of  pharmacy,  approved 
by  the  said  board,  for  a  period  of  one  full  session  of  at  least 
eight  months  and  in  good  standing  therein,  and  who  after 
examination  by  the  said  board,  shall  be,  by  it  deemed  comp¬ 
etent,  shall  be  registered  as  an  assistant  pharmacist,  and  be 
given  a  certificate  of  such  registration.  Such  person  shall  make 
application  to  the  secretary  of  the  said  board,  at  least,  ten 
days  before  any  stated  meeting  of  the  board,  and  shall  pay 
to  the  board  a  fee  of  ten  dollars.  Provided,  however,  that  the 
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actual  time  of  attendance  at  a  reputable  school  or  college  of 
pharmacy,  not  to  exceed  two  years,  in  the  case  of  an  applicant 
for  registered  pharmacist,  and  one  year,  in  the  case  of  an 
applicant  for  registered  assistant  pharmacist,  may  be  deducted 
from  the  time  required  for  active  experience  in  a  pharmacy 
as  hereinbefore  prescribed;  and  provided  further  that  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  section  prescribing  a  pre-requisite  standard  high 
school  training  or  its  equivalent  shall  not  apply  to  any  one 
now  licensed  as  an  assistant  pharmacist,  or  who  shall  become 
so  licensed  before  the  time  when  this  act  shall  become  effective. 
The  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  reciprocate  with 
the  District  of  Columbia  and  any  State  in  the  United  States 
which  it  shall  deem  proper. 

Section  185.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  12.)  Every  appli¬ 

cant  for  examination  shall,  with  his  application  to  the  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  board,  file  a  written  declaration,  duly  sworn  to 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary  public,  stating  the 
pharmacy  or  pharmacies  in  which  he  has  had  the  experience 
demanded  in  Section  184.  Anyone  swearing  falsely  in  the 
affidavit  so  filed  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury. 

Section  186.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  13.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  3.)  Every  person  receiving  a  pharmacist’s  or  as¬ 
sistant  pharmacist’s  certificate  shall  keep  the  same  conspicu¬ 
ously  posted  in  his  place  of  business.  Violations  of  this  sec¬ 
tion  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  325.00  in  each  instance. 

Section  187.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  14.)  Any  certi¬ 

ficate  obtained  by  false  representation  shall  be  void,  and  the 
offender  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  be  im¬ 
prisoned  for  thirty  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Section  188.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  14A.  1906  Chap¬ 

ter  585,  Sec.  14A.)  It  shall  be  within  the  power  of  the  Mary¬ 
land  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  enter  into  reciprocal  relations 
with  the  Boards  of  Pharmacy  of  such  other  States  as  do  like¬ 
wise,  and  whose  requirements  are  satisfactory  as  regards  the 
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awards  and  interchanging  of  certificates  for  registration  of 
registered  pharmacists.  Applicants  for  registration  under  this 
clause  to  produce  satisfactory  documents  bearing  upon  his 
previous  examination  from  the  secretary  of  that  board,  and 
paying  the  secretary  of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  the 
accustomed  fee.  Applicants  in  addition  will  be  required  to 
furnish  satisfactory  record  as  to  his  morality,  sobriety  and 
close  observance  of  the  more  important  laws  touching  the  life 
of  a  pharmacist. 

Section  189.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sections  15  and  \Sp2. 

1906  Chapter  585,  Section  16  and  1908  Chapter  612.)  This 
sub-title  shall  repeal  and  supersede  all  prior  acts  and  parts  of 
acts  pertaining  to  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  this  State,  but 
shall  not  apply  to  Talbot  County.  Provided  that  all  per¬ 
sons  now  holding  certificates,  and  all  person  who  shall  here¬ 
after  hold  certificates  from  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy, 
authorizing  them  to  practice  as  a  pharmacist  or  assistant 
pharmacist,  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  1906,  chapter  571, 
entitled  “An  Act  to  Regulate  the  Practice  of  Pharmacy  in 
Talbot  County,”  shall  be  entitled  to  practice  as  a  pharmacist 
or  assistant  pharmacist,  as  the  case  may  be,  anywhere  within 
the  State  of  Maryland.  Any  person  holding,  or  who  shall 
hereafter  hold,  a  certificate  from  the  Maryland  Board  of 
Pharmacists,  authorizing  him  or  her  to  practice  as  a  phar¬ 
macist  or  assistant  pharmacist  in  any  place  within  the  State 
of  Maryland,  shall  also  have  the  right  to  practice  as  a  phar¬ 
macist  or  assistant  pharmacist,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  Talbot 
County. 

(Note) — The  law  when  original  passed,  exempted  Talbot 
County  from  its  operation;  but  Talbot  County  has  since  been 
brought  within  its  provisions. 

Section  190.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  16.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  17.)  Nothing,  however,  in  this  sub-title  shall  be 
construed  as  preventing  general  merchants  of  the  counties 
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of  the  State  or  of  Baltimore  City  from  selling  such  drugs  and 
medicines  as  have  heretofore  been  handled  by  the  general 
merchants  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 


Section  2S4A.  It  shall  not  be  unlawful  to  manufacture, 
buy  ,sell,  or  deal  in,  any  medicinal,  pharmaceutical,  scientific, 
sacramental,  mechanical,  culinary  or  toilet  preparations  which 
may  contain  such  percentage  of  alcohol  as  may  be  necessary 
to  hold  the  constituents  in  solution,  preserve  the  preparation 
or  keep  it  from  freezing;  provided,  however,  that  no  such 
preparation  shall  be  manufactured,  bought,  sold  or  dealt  in, 
for  use  as  a  beverage  or  intoxicant. 


Maryland  Anti-Narcotic  Law 

Article  27:  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
Title:  “Crimes  and  Punishments” 
Sub-Title:  “Health — Narcotic  Drugs” 


SECTION  251.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  to  furnish,  sell,  give  away  or  other¬ 
wise  dispense  any  cocaine,  eucaine,  opium,  morphine,  heroin, 
chloral  hydrate,  or  any  salts  or  compounds  of  any  of  the 
foregoing  substances  or  any  preparation  or  compound  con¬ 
taining  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  their  salts  or 
their  compounds,  except  upon  the  original  written  order  or 
prescription  of  a  lawfully  authorized  practitioner  of  medicine, 
dentistry  or  veterinary  medicine  of  good  standing  in  his 
profession,  not  of  intemperate  habits  or  addicted  to  the  use 
of  any  drugs,  and  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  penitentiary  of  this  State 
for  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  five  years  or  both 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Court  for  each  offense.  Provided, 
that  the  above  provisions  shall  not  apply  to  paregoric,  laud- 
num  or  to  bona  fide  proprietary  medicines  containing  codeine 
or  not  more  than  two  grains  of  opium  or  not  more  than  two- 
fifths  grain  of  morphine,  or  not  more  than  two-fifths  grain 
of  morphine,  or  not  more  than  one-fourth  grain  of  heroin, 
or  not  more  than  ten  grains  of  chloral  hydrate  in  one  fluid 
ounce,  or,  if  a  solid  preparation,  in  one  avoirdupois  ounce; 
provided,  also  that  the  above  provisions  shall  not  apply 
to  preparations  containing  opium  and  recommended  and 
sold  in  good  faith  for  diarrhoea  and  cholera,  each  bottle  or 
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package  of  which  is  accompanied  by  specific  directions; 
and  provided,  further,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  said  drugs  by  any 
licensed  manufacturing  pharmacists  or  chemists,  or  whole¬ 
sale  or  retail  pharmacists  or  druggists  to  other  licensed 
manufacturing  pharmacists  or  chemists,  or  wholesale  or 
retail  pharmacists  or  druggists,  or  to  hospitals,  colleges, 
scientific  or  public  institutions,  or  to  licensed  physicians, 
dentists  or  practitioners  of  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery; 
nor  to  the  use  of  any  of  the  said  drugs  by  any  licensed  physi¬ 
cian,  dentist  or  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery 
in  the  regular  course  of  his  practice. 

SEC.  252.  If  any  person  except  a  licensed  physician* 
dentist  or  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery, 
manufacturing  pharmacist  or  chemist  or  wholesale  or  retail 
pharmacist  or  druggist  have  in  his  possession  cocaine,  eu- 
caine,  opium,  morphine,  heroin,  chloral  hydrate  or  any 
salts  or  compounds  of  any  of  the  foregoing  substance  or 
their  salts  or  compounds  other  than  paregoric  and  lauda¬ 
num  or  bona  fide  proprietary  medicine  containing  codeine 
or  not  more  than  two  grains  of  opium  nor  not  more  than 
two-fifths  grain  of  morphine  or  not  more  than  one-fourth 
grain  of  heroin  or  not  more  than  ten  grains  of  chloral  hy¬ 
drate  in  one  fluid  ounce,  or  if  a  solid  preparation  in  one 
avoirdupois  ounce,  or  any  of  them  with  intent  to  sell,  give 
away  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  confinement  in  the  peni- 
itentiary  of  this  State  for  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more 
than  five  years  or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  and 
possession  of  any  of  the  above  enumerated  drugs  or  mix¬ 
tures  thereof,  except  by  a  licensed  physician,  dentist,  prac¬ 
titioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery,  manufacturing 
chemist  or  pharmacist,  wholesale  or  retail  pharmacist  or 
druggist  or  on  the  prescription  of  a  licensed  physician,  den- 
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tist  or  veterinarian  in  good  standing  in  his  profession  not 
of  intemperate  habits  and  not  addicted  to  the  use  of  any 
drug,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  an  intent  to  sell,  give 
away  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same.  Provided,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  any 
hospital,  college  or  scientific  or  public  institution. 

SEC.  253.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  practitioner 
of  medicine  or  dentistry  to  furnish  or  prescribe  for  the  use 
of  any  person  any  cocaine,  heroin,  alpha  or  beta  eucaine, 
opium,  morphine,  chloral  hydrate  or  any  salts  or  compounds 
of  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  any  preparation  con¬ 
taining  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  their  salts  or 
compounds,  except  to  such  persons  who  are  under  his  care 
and  for  whom  he,  in  good  faith,  prescribed  as  necessary 
for  their  professional  treatment;  and  no  practitioner  of 
veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  shall  prescribe  the  same 
for  the  use  of  any  human  being.  Any  written  order  or  pre¬ 
scription  given  or  made  by  any  practitioner  of  medicine, 
dentistry  or  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  in  the  course  of 
his  professional  treatment  shall  be  dated  and  shall  contain 
the  name  of  the  person  for  whom  prescribed,  or  if  ordered 
by  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  shall 
state  the  kind  of  animal  for  which  ordered  and  said  pre¬ 
scription  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  giving  the  prescrip¬ 
tion  or  order.  Such  written  order  or  prescription  shall 
be  permanently  retained  on  file  by  the  person,  firm  or  cor¬ 
poration  who  shall  compound  or  dispense  the  article  or¬ 
dered  or  prescribed,  and  it  shall  not  be  again  compounded  or 
dispensed  except  upon  the  written  order  of  the  original 
prescriber  for  each  and  every  subsequent  compounding  or 
dispensing.  No  copy  or  duplicate  of  such  written  order 
or  prescription  shall  be  made  or  delivered  to  any  person 
but  the  original  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by 
the  prescriber,  the  State’s  Attorney  for  the  county  or  Bal¬ 
timore  City  or  committee  of  the  Grand  Jury  of  the  county 
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or  of  Baltimore  City  in  which  said  prescription  was  filled. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  there¬ 
of  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  may,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Court,  be  confined  in  the  county  or  city  jail  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  said  fine  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  one 
year. 

SEC.  254.  It  shall  be  the  duty  under  this  act  of  all 
judges  of  Courts  having  criminal  jurisdiction  in  this  State 
at  every  regular  term  thereof  to  charge  all  regularly  im¬ 
panelled  juries  to  diligently  inquire  into  and  investigate 
all  cases  of  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title,  and 
to  make  a  true  presentment  of  all  persons  guilty  of  such 
violations.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Maryland  Board  of 
Pharmacists,  as  well  as  all  prosecuting  officers,  to  cause  the 
prosecution  of  all  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
sub-title.  In  any  proceedings  under  the  provisions  of  sections 
251,  252,  253  and  this  section  the  charge  may  be  brought 
against  any  and  all  of  the  members  of  a  partnership,  or 
against  the  directors  or  executive  officials  of  a  corporation 
or  against  the  agent  of  any  person,  partnership  or  corpora¬ 
tion.  All  criminal  proceedings  pending  or  which  may  be 
hereafter  instituted  for  offenses  already  committed  shall  be 
instituted,  proceeded  with  and  prosecuted  to  final  determination 
and  judgment  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 


Maryland  Poison  Law

SECTION  410.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  retail  any  of  the  following  poisons:  Arsenic  and  its  pre¬ 
parations,  corrosive  sublimate,  white  precipitate,  red  precipit¬ 
ate,  biniodide  of  mercury,  cyanide  of  potassium,  hydrocyanic 
acid,  strychnine  and  all  other  poisonous  vegetables  alkaloids 
and  their  salts,  essential  oil  of  bitter  almonds,  opium  and  its 
preparations,  aconite,  belladonna,  colchicum,  conium,  nux 
vomica,  henbane,  savine,  ergot,  cotton  root,  cantharides, 
creosote,  digitalis  and  their  pharmaceutical  preparations, 
croton  oil,  chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc, 
mineral  acids,  carbolic  acid  and  oxalic  acid,  without  distinctly 
labeling  the  box,  vessel  or  paper  in  which  the  said  poison  is 
contained,  with  the  name  of  the  article,  the  word  “Poison”  and 
the  name  and  place  of  business  of  the  seller. 

SEC.  411.  Nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  registered  phar¬ 
macist  or  other  person  to  sell  any  of  the  poisons  in  section  410 
enumerated  without  causing  an  entry  to  be  made  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  date  of  sale,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  purchaser,  the  name  of  the  poison  sold,  the 
purpose  for  which  it  is  represented  by  the  purchaser  to 
be  required  and  the  name  of  the  dispenser,  such  a  book  to 
be  always  open  for  inspection  by  the  proper  authorities 
and  to  be  preserved  for  at  least  five  years.  ^  The  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  dispensing  of  poisons 
in  not  unusual  quantities  or  doses  upon  the  prescription  of 
practitioners  of  medicine.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  sections  410  and  411  shall  make  the  offender  liable  to  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  five  dollars  and  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars. 


Bichloride  of  Mercury  Law 
of  Maryland 

Article  27:  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
Title:  “Crimes  and  Punishments” 
Sub-Title:  “Narcotic  Drugs.” 


Section  255.  All  tablets  made  of  bichloride  of  mercury  in 
sufficient  quantity  to  render  said  tablets  strong  enough  for 
antiseptic  purposes,  each  tablet  shall  be  triangular,  diamond, 
square,  oblong,  or  other  irregular  shape,  and  the  color  of  each 
and  every  one  of  said  tablets  shall  be  blue,  green  or  purple 
with  the  word  “Poison”  impressed  or  embossed  upon  it. 

Section  256.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  sell,  dispense  or  give  away  bichloride  of  mercury 
in  tablet  form,  if  said  tablets  contain  more  than  one-tenth  of 
a  grain  of  the  said  bichloride  of  mercury,  unless  tablets  are 
of  the  color  and  shape,  and  marked  as  described  in  Section  255. 

Section  257.  The  bottle  in  which  said  tablets  for  anti¬ 
septic  purposes  of  bichloride  of  mercury  are  sold,  dispensed, 
or  given  away,  shall  have  the  word  “Poison”  blown  in  one 
side  of  said  bottle,  and  a  label  on  the  opposite  side  bearing 
the  word  “Poison”  in  conspicuous  letters. 

Section  258.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  Sections  255-257  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor  and  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  or 
be  imprisoned  in  the  County  or  City  Jail  not  less  than  thirty 
days  nor  more  than  three  months  or  both  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Court. 


Selling  Liquors  or  Drugs  to 
Lunatics 

Article  67:  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
Title:  “Lunatics  and  Insane” 
Sub-Title:  “Liquors  and  Drugs” 


Section  67.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  knowingly 
sell,  give,  send,  procure  or  purchase  any  spirituous  or  intoxicat¬ 
ing  liquor  or  narcotic  drugs  to  or  for  any  inmate,  patient,  at¬ 
tendant  or  employee  of  any  State  hospital  for  the  insane, 
or  of  the  Rosewood  State  Training  School,  or  of  any  private 
institution  for  the  insane  licensed  by  the  State  Lunacy  Com¬ 
mission,  unless  with  the  permission  and  consent  of  the  super¬ 
intendent  or  chief  medical  officer  of  such  hospital  or  institu¬ 
tion,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  for  each  offense,  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  for  not 
less  than  ten  days  not  more  than  sixty  days,  or  both;  and  the 
justices  of  the  peace  of  the  respective  counties  of  the  State 
shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  over  such  offenses  with  the 
circuit  court  for  their  respective  counties,  and  the  justices 
of  the  peace  selected  to  sit  at  the  respective  station-houses 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
over  such  offenses  with  the  criminal  court  of  Baltimore  City.

Section  149.  Any  person  or  corporation  engaged  in  the 
business  of  selling  drugs,  medicines,  chemicals  or  preparations 
for  medical  use  or  of  compounding  or  dispensing  physicians’ 
prescriptions,  who  shall,  in  person  or  by  his  or  its  agents  or 
employees,  or  as  agent  or  employee  of  some  other  person, 
knowingly  sell  or  deliver  to  any  person  a  drug,  medicine, 
chemical  preparation  for  medicinal  use,  recognized  or  authoriz¬ 
ed  by  the  latest  edition  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoea, 
or  prepared  according  to  the  private  formula  of  some  individual 
or  firm,  other  or  different  from  the  drug,  medicine,  chemical 
or  preparation  for  medicinal  use,  recognized  or  authorized 
by  the  latest  edition  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoea,  or 
prepared  according  to  the  private  formula  of  some  individual 
or  firm,  ordered  or  called  for  by  such  person,  or  called  for  in 
a  physicians’  prescription,  shall  be  gui.lty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
or  by  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  twelve  months’ 
imprisonment,  or  by  both,  and  any  person  so  convicted  shall 
forfeit  the  right  to  practice  pharmacy  under  any  certificate 
or  registration  issued  under  the  laws  of  this  State.

Section  211.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged 
in  the  business  of  making,  manufacturing,  compounding  or 
dispensing  drugs,  medicines,  medicinal  or  chemical  prepara¬ 
tions  for  human  consumption,  who  shall  in  person  or  by  his, 
their  or  its  agents  or  employes,  make,  mix,  manufacture, 
compound,  dispense,  sell  or  deliver  to  any  person,  any  drug, 
medicine,  medicinal  or  chemical  preparation,  intended  for  inter¬ 
nal  use,  wherein  ethyl,  or  grain  alcohol  usually  enters  as  part  of, 
or  is  in  anywise  employed  in  the  making,  mixing  or  manufac¬ 
ture,  compounding  or  preparation  of  such  drug,  medicine,  med¬ 
icinal  or  chemical  preparation;  and  who  shall,  in  the  making, 
mixing,  manufacturing  or  compounding  of  such  drug,  medic¬ 
ine  or  medicinal  or  chemical  preparation,  substitute  or  use,  in 
part  or  in  whole,  methyl,  or  wood  alcohol,  in  place  and  stead 
of  ethyl,  or  grain  alcohol,  or  who  shall  in  any  manner  put  or 
introduce  methyl,  or  wood  alcohol,  into  such  drug,  medicine, 
medicinal  or  chemical  preparation,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor,  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hun¬ 
dred  dollars,  or  by  not  less  than  three  months  nor  more  than 
twelve  months  imprisonment,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court.
